Ford was accorded 96,802 
votes to 23,877 for Republican 
challenger Ernest C. Fackler 
with all precincts counted 
except for two in Dearborn 
Heights and all of Van Buren 
Township. 

“lam very gratified at this 
wonderful vote of confidence 
by the people of the 15th 
District.” said Ford last night. 
“It is apparent that my 
constituents appreciate my 
work in Washington and my 
efforts to keep them in- 
formed.” 

“1 am delighted,” Ford 
went on, ”to have the op- 
portunity to serve another two 
years in Congress and to 
continue working for the 
things I consider important to 
the 15th District, to Michigan 
and to the United States.” 

Ford, 43, a native of Taylor, 
carried the City of Belleville 
for the first time in his four 
successful bids for a 
congressional seat. His 
margin was 373-252. 

Ford’s biggest margin came 
in Westland where voters gave 
him a 14,921-3,832 advantage. 
His margin of victor also was 


overwhelming in Lincoln 
Park, 12,150-2,322; Taylor, 
11,606-2,416, and Allen Park, 
11,171-3,064. 

Ford was given a 1,509-498 
margin in Huron Township, a 
1,283-240 edge in Sumpter and 
a 3,797-827 margin in 
Romulus.

Road patrol service cut blasted

The phasing out of the Road Patrol Division 
of the Wayne Cointy Sheriff’s Department, 
with its subsequent elimination of free service 
to several townships in Western Wayne 
County, brought strong protests from 
township supervisors. 

The townships affected by action of the 
Wayne County Board of Commissioners that 
called for a re-organization of the road patrol 
and investigation division and a budget cut 
for the sheriff department are Van Buren. 
Huron, Sumpter. Northville, Canton, 


Plymouth, Brownstown Townships and the 
City of Romulus. 

On Oct. 29, the county commissioners 
directed Sheriff William C. Lucas to 
reorganize the road patrol and investigation 
division to emphasize central police services 
and to phase out gradually free local patrol 
service to the townships., The townships 
would still be eligible for local patrol service 
by the sheriff, but would be expected to pay 
for it, the commissioners announced. No 
deadline was sent for the phase-out 

In approving a record budget of $1%. 143, 150 
up $29.9 millions - the county commissioners 


reduced Sheriff Lucas’ budget requests for 
this vear. 

He requested $1.5 million more than this 
year’s $1,995,396 and for a boost in sheriff 
department personnel of 127 men to 212 
The commission approved a budget of 
$2,065,010, an increase of $35,029, but a net cut 
of six road patrolmen. 

The board action prompted an emergency 
meeting of Wayne County police chiefs held 
last week in Inkster To consider the impact 
of the announced road pMrol reductions and 
possibly to form county-wide “mutual aid 
pacts “for police emergencies 
Township officials in the main warned that 


township taxpayers would be faced with 
possible heavy taxes to maintain their own 
police forces 

They all agreed to do everything possible to 
make the Board of Commissioners aware of 
the serious problems the townships would 
face jon the phasing out of the road patrol 
service 

Romulus, which has Us own police force, is 
studing the possiblitv of contractual law' 
enforcement by Wayne County Sheriff 
Department or increasing its present force 
and police equipment.

catches tire thieves 


A proposed ordinance to 
prohibit the discharge of 
firearms and weapons ex- 
pelling a projectile capabel of 
inflicting injury to persons, 
property or animals has been 
taken under advisement by 
the Romulus City Council. 

The introduction of the 
proposed ordinance by City 
Attorney John E. Young— at 
the request of the city ad- 
ministration* prompted 
lengthy discussions on various 
aspects of the new ordinance. 

Council members in- 
dividually proposed 
suggestions for inclusion in 
the ordinance. These covered 
situations where property is 
owners of large land parcels 
be permitted to discharge 
firearms for hunting on their 
own land and on the type of 
weapons to be covered. 

The ordinance was referred 
to the city attorney for futher 
legal study. He was ordered to 
report at a future council 
meetng. 


The request for the or- 
dinance was made by city 
administrative officials 
following the receipt of a letter 
by Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael 
from John T. Rippon of 35867 
Gamer, located in the Bir* 
chrun TowTihouses. He wrote: 

“On Oct. 19 at my residence 
at about 5 p.m., a 22 caliber 
bullet came right through the 
side of my house and em- 
beded itself in the opposite 
wall. 

"Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department came out and 
removed the bullet from the 
wall and tried to locate the 
party who fired the shot. 

“When is the council going 
to consider banning the use of 
firearms in the city.’* 

Councilmen were 
unanimously in agreement 
that the City of Romulus with 
its extensive development of 
homes, industry and com- 
mercial districts, is in need of 
such anordinance.

Romulus chief cites accident reasons 


Inadequate traction is one of 
die main reasons Romulus 
drivers are involved in winter 
crashes. 

Chief of Police Jacob J. 
Koch made this observation 
today after reviewing traffic 
statistics from last year. 

Winter-slick roads demand 
different driving habits,” 
Chief Koch pointed oi*t;and he 


offered common-sense 
counter-measures for drivers. 

“Slowdown. Brakeeasy and 
early. Plan each maneuver in 
advance to avoid sudden 
changes in either speed or 
direction. 

In addition to skidding and 
control problems on snow or 
ice, the chief reminded 
motorists that winter brings 
wet pavements. And wet

pavements bring about a 
problem known as 
“hydroplaning.” 

Hydroplaning. Chief Koch 
explained, is the tendency of a 
car’stirestoride up -to float - 
on a layer of water covering 
the road. The tires lose con- 
tact with the pavement. 

“Just when hydroplaning 
happens depends on the speed, 
the amount of water, the tires 
and the weight of the vehicle,” 
the chief said. “It usually 
affects the front wheels. 
Steering is lost without the 
driver’s realizing it until he 
tries to turn and can’t.” 

The trick, according to the 
chief, is to slow down to let the 
tires break through the water 
film and grab the pavement 
once again. Good tire treads, 
of course, help considerably. 

Chief Koch also cited a 
warning released by the 
National Safety Council’s 
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Committee on Winter Driving 
Hazards : 

Traction aids such as 
studded tires and tire chains 
on the rear wheels only can 
increase traction con- 
siderably, but they’re of little 
value in helping a driver 
maintain steering ability 
isiless used on all four wheels. 

Studded tires on the rear 
wheels only, for instance, 
develop about three times the 
pulling ability of regular tires 
on glare ice; while reinforced 
tire chains provide about 
seven times the pulling ability 
of regular tires. But even so. 
these products on the rear 
wheels only do not ap- 
preciably improve cornering 
ability because the front 
wheels are “unprotected.” 

As in hydroplaning, steering 
control on hard-packed snow 
or ice can be lost. Too late, the 


driver realizes he can’t 
control his car. His front 
wheels are sliding, even 
though he still has driving 
traction through the rear 
wheels. 

Chief Koch concluded: 
“Drivers must recognize the 
serious limitations of driving 
on slippery pavements and 
develop common-sense 
driving techniques to com- 
pensate for these limitations. 
Finally, drivers should take 
advantage of the built-in 
safety features of modem cars 
as well as special equipment 
by utilizing them sensibly.” 

The energy of a single

PCHA disagrees on Taylor development

Controversy surrounds the 
Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority iPCHA) and its 
proposed new hospital in 
Taylor. 

The biggesl question centers 
around the choice of an ar- 
chitect to do the long range 
planning and design of the 
facility, to be located in an 
area surrounded by Goddard 
and Wick rds. on the north and 
; south and ty T: legraphand 
Beech-Drly rds. on the east 
and west.

selected bv the PCHA board of

Some board members have 
raised questions about the 
' legality or fairness of the 
selection and other details 
surrounding the planning and 
design of the newTaylnr 
. hospital. 

Some have speculated that 

• the former executive director 
of PCHA Kenneth Cremore, 
has instituted and is 

;. spearheading the movement 

• from behind the scenes. It has 
! been said that a faction exists 

that embodies the downriver 
communities and the city of 
Dearborn Heights. 

Debate has at times in- 

• volved the above mentioned 
group against the other 
communities, but voting 

; records, when studied over a 
long period of time, do not 
reflect any significant trend to 
; block voting because of a wide 
variance of percentages when 
voting on different questions. 

CircmorcN alleged in- 
volvement may or may not be 
true. There is a marked lack 
« f evidence to prove whether 
or not he is involved. 

It is a fact that Gremore 
does not see eye to eye with 
’ the current executive 
director. Dr Karl S. Klicka 
M.D , or with current 
! chairman Donald J. Piz- 
; zimenli, but his alleged in- 
volvement may stem from a 
number of reasons. Without 
evidence, no charges can be 
levelled. 

The PCHA board of 
directors held a special 
meeting Aug. 14 to select the 
architectural firm that would 
handle the new Taylor 
facility. In a 19-15 vote, the 
board voted to employ the E. 
Todd Wheeler and Perkins 
and Will Partnership. 

The selection culminated 
eight months of study by a 
special Ad Hoc committee, 
selected to study the 
qualifications of a number of 
architects to build the 
hospital. Interviews were 
concluded just prior to the 
final vote, but the Chicago 
firm had received the en- 
dorsement of the Ad Hoc 
committee and PCHA’s 
operating committee as early 
as May of 1970 . 

All die firms that submitted 
bids were interviewed and 
were permitted to make 
presentations. Several board 
members, aside from those 
who sat on the committee, 
attended the interviews. 

Meetings of the Ad Hoc 
committee are recorded and 
on file at the PCHA central 
offices in Wayne. 

On Feb. 12, Pizzimenti 
called a special meeting of the 
committee for the purpose of 
discussing the long range plan 
of the PCHA, anticipating the 
need to consider a hospital 
consultant and an architect 
for the planning and 
development of the Taylor 
hospital. 

Guy Willard Bruglar M.D 
of Boston, a hospital con- 
sultant, was interviewed at 
this meeting. 

Also, at this meeting, 
original studies prepared in 
contemplating expansion of 
the x-ray laboratory and 
rehabilitative medicine 
departments were presented. 

On March 18, the committee 
met to interview the con- 
sulting firm of Anthony J.J. 
Rourkc and Associates. 

On April 16, the committee 
interviewed representatives 
of the consulting firm of 
Herman Smith Associates, 
represented by Frank Briggs. 
Minutes of these meetings 
were distributed to all board 
members present and are also 
on file at the PCHA central 
offices. 

Responding to questions, 
Bnggs indicated that the fee 
for the services of their firm is 


usually set at one per cent, but 
that they would accept a flat 
fee of $125.00 for the Taylor 
health facility. 

He also said that, in his 
opinion, PCHA could an- 
ticipate paying an ar- 
chitectural fee in the range of 
6.5 — 7 per cent. 

On April 21, the committee 
met to interview the firm of E. 
Todd Wheeler and the Perkins 
and Will Partnership. At that 
meeting, the committee 
agreed that a visit should be 
made, at an early date, to 
inspect hospitals that have 
been designed by the firm. 

Tm*\ had had much ex- 
perience in the design and 
planning of hospitals. Their 
historv is also on file at the 
PCHA offices. 

The committee also decided 
to visit hospitals constructed 
under the guidance of Herman 
Smith Associates. 

On May 8, 9, the committee 
visited two hospitals built by 
E. Todd Wheeler and the 
Perkins and Will Partnership 
and two, that had been con- 
structed by Herman Smith 
Associates. Attending the visit* 
tations were, board chairman 
Donald J. Pizzimenti of Allen 
Park, board secretary Hiram 
McNeeley of Inkster, 
executive committee member 
Tracy Salisbury of Ecorse, 
Yale Averill of Ypsilanli, 
Kenneth Murray of Westland, 
John L O’Brien of Wayne, 
Robert Wildish of Garden 
City, Walter Sudak of 
Southgate and executive 
director. Dr. Klicka. 

On May 18, the committee 
travelled to Midland to visit 
Alden B. Dow and members of 
his architectural firm. 

On May 21). the Planning 
and Construction committee 
met to review the findings of 
the Ad Hoc committee. This 
meeting was recorded on 
tape, with the entire tran- 
script on file at the central 
offices. 

It was the general con- 
census that, of all those in- 
terviewed, the firm of E. Todd 
Wheeler and the Perkins and 
Will Partnership was favored. 

On May 21. the Operating 
Committee drafted a 
resolution to be presented to 
the board of directors. 

The operating committee 
endorsed the findings of the 
Ad Hoc, planning and con- 
struction committees and 
recommended the selection of 
the firm of E. Todd Wheeler 
and the Perkins and Will 
Partnership to do the long 
range planning and 
development of the hospital. 

June 11 . Walter Butler, 
president of the Walter Butler 
Co., was interviewed, after 
which he was asked to submit 
a sample contract. He sub- 
mitted a contract June 15. The 
contract was blank and did not 
stipulate the percentage for 


which Butler's firm would 
work 

At the board of directors 
meeting July 23, Waller J 
Sullivan called for further 
interviews from architects 
who were qualified to perform 
the necessary services for the 
planning and construction of 
the Taylor hospital Patrick J. 
Nortonof Wayne seconded the 
motion. 

On Aug. 12, the committee 
interviewed the architectural 
firms of Harley Ellington and 
Associates, Smith Henchman 
and Grylls. Ass.»ciates, Inc. 
and the Walter J Butler Co. 
for the second lime. 

On Aug. 13, interviews were 
conducted with the Albert 
Kai.n Associates, E. Todd 
Wheeler and the Perkins and 
Will Partnership and Eberle 
Smith architectural firms. 

Immediately following the 
interviews, the board met to 
select an architect. A motion 
to table the selection was 
defeated. 18-15. 

Ttir full hoard then voted to 
employ the E. Todd Wheeler 
and the Perkins and Will 
Partnership by a 19-14 vote. 

The contract was signed by 
Pizzimenti on Aug. 17 and was 
forwarded by Dr. Klicka to 
Edward H Malthei of the E. 
Todd Wheeler and the Perkins 
and Will Partnership. 

All these events were taken 
from committee and board 
meeting minutes. Copies of 
the minutes and a 
chronological listing of the 
evnts that look place are on 
file at the PCHA offices. 

Other areas of controversy 
have been brought up as a 
result of preparations for the 
construction of the Taylor 
Hospital. Some feel that, Dr. 
Klicka. since he is a member 
of the Association of Hospital 
consultants, is qualified to act 
as the consultant for the plan- 
ning and construction of the 
Taylor hospital. 

Tin* »nly date that appears 
on the contract is June 30. 
Contention is that Pizzimenti’s 
signature meant that the 
contract was retro-active and 
therefore became valid on 
June 30. while interviews were 
still being conducted, and 
almost two months before the 
board voted approval of the 
contract . 

The $25,000 fee to be paid to 


the hospital consultant also 
seems outlandinsh to some. 
This argument ties in with the 
hiring of a consultant other 
than Dr. Klicka 

Charges that the hired firm 
is not a Michigan corporation 
and that the work force w ill be 
drawn out of -the Chicago area 
also is a reason for argument. 

The Association of Hospital 
Consultants is a select group. 
Dr. Klicka holds honorary 
membership in the group and 
is qualified to handle the 
consultant position for the 
building of the Taylor 
hospital. 

Research shows that Dr. 
Klicka. as executive director, 
must act as the administrator 
and coordinator of the largest 
system of its kind in the state 
of Michigan. The PCHA 
operates on an annual budget 
in the neighborhood of $39 
million. 

Dr. Guy Bruglcr. an old 
friend of Dr Klicka’s, was 
selected to be the hospital 
consultant. Dr. Klicka, 
because of his knowledge and 
association with Dr. Brugler, 
w ill be able to review progress 
of the hospital’s development, 
yet will still have the time to 
carry out the position for 
which he as hired, ad- 
ministrator of the PCHA. 

The argument that Dr. 
Brugler is an old “crony” of 
Dr. Klicka’s cannot be denied 
The two are known nation- 
wide and are both members of 
a select group To say that 
they are not familiar with 
each other would be a lie. Dr. 
Brugler was lured to give the 
board efficiency at the 
hospital site without removing 
Dr. Klicka from his assigned 
duties. 

Thai June 30 is the only date 
to appear on the contract is 
irrelevant according to other 
contracts on file at the PCHA 
offices. The date merely 
denotes the day the contract 
was submitted. Records show 
that Pizzimenti signed the 
contract on Aug. 17, four days 
after approval by the board. 

Piz/iincnt i’s signature is 
powerless unless he has board 
approval, according to the by- 
laws governing PCHA 

The hospital consultant. Dr. 
Brugler, will receive a fiat fee 
of $25,000 for his services. 
Records show that hospital

All PCHA board members 
are appointed or elected by 
their individual councils or 
township Boards according to 
population in their respective 
cities or townships. Board 
members are answerable to 
the body that appoints them to 
sit on the board. 

A study of the by-laws shows 
that it is virtually impossible 
for any individual or small 
group to gain control and the 
chairman is powerless until 
given approval to act by a vote 
of the full board. 

Misunderstanding seems to 
liave been the major cause of 
the controversy. Individuals 
cannot be pleased with all 
actions all the time. It should 
be remembered that the best 
interest of the majority should 
always be considered. 


The Taylor hospital will 
take much of the load off 
Annapolis and Outer Drive 
hospitals It will form a 
central point for the four 
existing hospitals.

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CITY OF ROMULUS MINIMUM HOUSING STANDARDS ORDINANCE NO. 70-17 


AN ORDINANCE establishing minimum standards 
governing the condition and maintenance of residential 
dwellings; establishing minimum standards governing 
supplies utilities and facilities and other physical things 
and conditions essoitial to make dwellings safe, sanitary, 
and fit for human habitation; determining acceptable 
occupancy of space; establishing minimum standards 
governing the condition of dwellings offered foi rent; 
fixing certain responsibilities and duties and occupants of 
dwellings; authorizing the inspection of dwellings, and the 
condemnation of dwellings unfit for human habitation ; 
providing for the issuance of permits andcollection of fees 
thereof; and fixing penalties for violations of its 
provisions pursuant to State Statues in such case made 
and provided. 

WHEREAS, Thereareor may be in the City of Romulus 
dwelling structures which are so dilapidated, unsafe, 
dangerous, unhygienic, or unsanitary, or otherwise 
substandard in one or more important features of 
structure, equipment, facility, maintenance or oc- 
cupancy as to constitute a menace and detriment to the 
health, safety and general welfare of the people of this 
City; and 

WHEREAS, Such dwelling structures are a principal 
cause of deterioration and blight in residential area and 
WHEREAS, The owner and occupants of dwelling 
structures have certain responsibilities to prevent the 
blighting of residential areas and the burdens they create 
for the City at large; and 

WHEREAS, A Housing Ordinance is essential to 
establish these responsibilities and to set minimum 
housing standards adequate to protect public health, 
safety and general welfare and to halt the spread of 
blight; 

NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY OF ROMULUS 
ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1. TITLE AND SCOPE. 

1.00 TITLE. This ordinance shall be known as the 
“Minimum Housing Standards Ordinance, may be cited 
as such, and will be referred to herein as “this or- 
dinance.” 

1.01 PURPOSE. The purpose of this Ordinance is to 
provide minimum requirements for the protection of 
health, safety, and welfare, of the general public and the 
owners and occupants of residential buildings. 

SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS 

2.00 GENERAL For the purpose of this Ordinance, 
certain abbreviations, terms, phrases, wnrds, and their 
derivatives shall be construed as specified in this Sec- 
tion. Words used in the singular shall include the plural 
and the plural in the singular. Words used in the 
masculine gender include the feminine, and the feminine 
the masculine. The word “shall” is always manadatory 
and not merely directory. Where terms are not defined, 
they shall have their ordinarily accepted meanings or 
such as the context may imply. 

2.01 APARTMENT shall mean a dwelling unit as 
defined in this Ordinance. 

2.02 APARTMENT HOUSE is any buildings or portion 
thereof, which is designed, built, rented, leased, let or 
hired out to be occupied, or which is occupied as the home 
or residence of the three or more families living in- 
dependently of each other in dwelling units as defined in 
this Ordinance. 

2.03 APPROVED shall mean constructed, installed and 
maintained in accordance with the provisions of this 
Ordinance and other pertinent ordinances as the City of 
Romulus and with the rules and regulations adopted 
pursuant thereof. 

2.04 BASEMENT is that portion of a building located 
partly underground buthavinglessthan half its clear 
floor-to-ceiling height below the average natural level of 
the adjoining groind. 

2.05 BOARDING HOUSE is a lodging house in which 
meals are provided. 

2.06 BUILDING INSPECTOR is the Building Inspector 
of this City. 

2.07 CEILING HEIGHT shall be the clear vertical 
distance from the finished floor to the Finished ceiling. 

2.08 CELLAR is that portion of a building located partly 
or wholly undergroin d and having half or more than half 
of its clear floor-to-ceiling height below the average 
natural level of the adjoining ground. 

2.09 CITY is the CITY of Romulus. 

2.10 DWELLING is any building or structure, except 
temporary housing as herein defined, which is wholly or 
partly used or intended to be used for living, and-or 
sleeping, and-or cooking, and-or eating by human oc- 
cupants. 

2.11 DWELLING UNIT is a room or a group of rooms 
loated within a dwelling and forming a single habitable 
uiit which facilities which are used or intended to be used 
for living, and-or sleeping, and-or cooking and-or eating. 

2.12 EXIT is a continuous and unobstructed means of 
egress to a public way and shall include intervening 
doorways, corridors, ramps, stairways, smoke-proof 
enclosures, horizontal exits, exterior courts and yards. 

2.13 EXTERMINATION shall mean the control and 
elimination of insects, rodents or other pests by 
eliminating their harborage places, by removing or 
making inaccessible materials that may serve as their 
food; by poisoning, spraying, fumigating, trapping or by 
any other recognized and legal pest eliminative methods 
approved by the Building Inspector. 

2.14 FLOOR AREA shall mean the net floor area within 
the enclosing walls of the room excluding built-in 
equipment such as wardrobes, cabinets, kitchen units, or 
fixtures. 

2.15 GARBAGE shall mean the animal and vegetable 
waste resulting from the handling, preparation, cooking 
and consumption of food. 

2.16 GUEST ROOM is any room or rooms used, or in- 
tended to be used by a guest for sleeping purposes. 

2.17 HABITABLE ROOM shall mean a room or enclosed 
floor space used or intended to be used for living, sleeping, 
cooking and-or eating purposes, excluding bathrooms, 
water closet compartments, launderies, pantries, foyers, 
communicating corridors, stairways, closets, unfinished 
attics, cellars, basement recreation rooms, private 
workshops or hobby rooms utility rooms, and storage 
spaces. 

2.18 HEALTH OFFICER is the Wayne County Health 
Department. 

2.19 INFESTATION shall mean the presence, within or 
around a dwelling, of any insects, rodents, or other pests. 

2.20 MULTIPLE DWELLING shall mean any dwelling 
containing three or more dwelling units. 

2.21 NUISANCE. The following shall be defined as 
nuisances: 

(2) Any public nuisance known at common law, or in 
equity jurisprudence. 

(b) Any attractive nuisance which may prove 

detrimentaltochildrenwhethei in a building, or upon oc- 
cupied premises. This includes any abandoned wells, 
shafts, basements, or excavations; abandoned 

refrigerators and motor vehicles, or any structurally 
msound fences or structures; or any lumber, trash, 
fences, debris, or vegetation which may prove a hazard 
for inquisitive minors. 

(c) Whatever is dangerous to human life or is 
detrimental to health. 

(d) Overcrowding a room with occupants. 

<e) Insufficient ventilation or illumination. 

(f > Inadequate or unsanitary sewerage or plumbing 
facilities 

(g.) Uncleanliness. 

(h ) Whatever raiders air, food or drink unwholesome or 
detrimental to the health of human beings 

2.22 OCCUPANT shall mean any person including an 
owner or operator living, and-or sleeping, and-or cooking, 
and-or eating in, or having actual possession of a dwelling 
init or rooming unit 

2.23 OPENABLE AREA shall mean that part of a 
window ordoor which is available for unobstructed ven- 


tilation and which opens directly to the outdoors. 

2.24 OPERATOR shall mean any person who has 
charge, care or control of a building, or part thereof, in 
which dwelling units or rooming units are let. 

2 25 OWNER shall mean any person who, alone, or 
jointly or severally with others. 

(a i Shall have legal title to any dwelling or dwelling 
unit; with or without accompanying actual possession 
thereof; or 

(b) Shall have charge, care or control of any dwelling or 
dwelling unit, as owner or agent of the owner, or as 
executor, executrix, administrator, administratrix, 
trustee or guardian of the estate of the owner. Any such 
person thus representing the actual owner shall be bound 
to comply with the provisions of this Ordinance, and of 
rules and regulations adopted pursuant thereto, to the 
same extent as if he were the owner. 

2.26 PERSON shall mean and include any individual, 
firm, corporation, association, or partnership. 

2.27 PLUMBING shall mean and include all of the 
following supplied facilities and equipment: gas pipes, 
gas-burning equipment, water pipes, garbage disposal 
units, w f aste pipes, water closets, sinks, installed dish- 
washers, lavatories, bath tubs, shower baths, installed 
cloth-washing machines, catch basins, drains, storm 
drains, vents, and other similar supplied fixtures, 
together with all connections to water, sewer, or gas lines. 

2.28 PREMISES shall mean a lot. plot, or parcel or land 
including the buildings and structures thereon. 

2.29 ROOMING HOUSE shall mean any dwelling, or 
that part thereof containing one or more rooming units, in 
which space is let by the owTier or operator to three or 
more persons who are not husband and wife, son or 
daughter, mother or father, or sister or brothertothe 
owner or operator. 

2.30 ROOMING UNIT shall mean any rooms or group 
of rooms forming a single habitable unit used or intended 
to be used for living and sleeping, but not for cooking or 
eating purposes. 

2.31 RUBBISH shall mean all waste materials except 
garbage; and the term shall include the residue from the 
burning of wood coal, coke, and other combustible 
material, paper, rags, cartons, boxes, excelsior, rubber, 
leather, tree branches, yard trimmings, tin cans, metals 
mineral matter, glass, crockery, dust and fecal material. 

2.32 SINGLE— FAMILY DWELLING shall mean any 
dwelling containing one dwelling unit. 

2.33 SUBSTANDARD BUILDING (See Section 12). 

2.34 UNFITDWELLING. Anydwelling, dwelling unit, 
rooming house or rooming unit- in whole or in part, which 
shall be found to h ave any of the following defects shall be 
deemed to be unifit for human habitation. 

(a) One which is so damaged, decayed, dilapidated, 
unsanitary, unsafe, or vermin-infested that it creates 
a hazard to health or safety of the occupants or to the 
public. 

(b) One which lacks light ventilation, or sanitation 
facilities adequateto protect the health or safety or the 
occupants or of the public as prescribed by the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 

(c) One which, because of its general condition or 
location, is unsanitary, or otherwise dangerous to the 
health or safety of theoccupants or of the public. 

SECTION 3. ENFORCEMENT 

3.01 AUTHORITY. The Building Inspector and-or 
Health Office is hereby authorized and directed to ad- 
minister and enforce all of the provisions of this Or- 
dinance. 

3.02 RIGHT OF ENTRY. Upon presentation of proper 
credentials, the Building Inspector and-or Health Officer 
and-or his duly authorized representative may enter any 
dwelling, dwelling unit, rooming unit or premises at all 
reasonable times, and at any time in an emergency, for 
the purpose of determining whether such dwelling, 
dwelling unit, rooming unit, or premises complies with 
theprovisions of this Ordinance. 

3.03 NOTICE OF VIOLATION. Whenever the Building 
Inspector and-or Health Officer determines that there 
exists a violation of any provisions of this ordinance or 
of any rule or regulation adopted pursuant thereto, he 
shall give notice of such violation to the person or persons 
responsible therefor and order complamce. Such notice 
and order shall : 

(a) Be in writing. 

(b) Include a list of violations referring to the sec- 
tions of the Ordinance violated. 

(c) Contain an outline of remedial action which, if 
taken, will effect compliance with the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 

(d) Set a reasonable time, not to exceed 90 days, in 
any event for compliance. 

(e) Advise the owner or occupant of the procedure 
for appeal. 

(f) Be served upon the owner, his agent, or the 
operator, or occipant by delivering the sam$ at his 
residence, office or place of businesswithsome person 
of suitable age anddiscretion who shall be informed of 
the contents thereof, or by mailing a copy thereof by 
certified mail, return receipt requested, to his last 
known address, or if the person to be served is 
unknown, by posting said notice in some conspicuous 
place on the premises. 

(g) If necessary, and anything therein to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, also require the dwelling or 
portion thereof to be vacated forthwith and not reoc- 
cupied until the required repairs and improvements 
are completed, inspected and approved by the Building 
Inspector. 

3.04 DUPLICATION NOTICE OF VIOLATION. 
Whenever the owner, his agent or the operator of a 
dwelling is notified by the Building Inspector and-or 
Health Officer of a violation for which he is responsible, a 
copy of the notice of violation shall be posted on the 
premises, delivered or sent by certified mail, return 
receipt requested, to the occupants of the dwelling; and 
whenever an occupant is notified by the Building In- 
spector and-or Health Officer of a violation for which he is 
responsible, a copy of the notice of violation shall also be 
delivered, or sent by certified mail return receipt 
requested, to the owner of the dwelling. Failure to send 
such duplicate notice, however, shall not affect the 
validity of any proceedings against theowneroroccupant 

3.05 APPEALS. Any person served with a notice of 
violation or order which has been issued in connection 
with the enforcement of this Ordinance may request and 
shall be granted a hearing on the matter before the 
Building Board of Appeals, providing that such a person 
shall file in the office of the Building Inspector a written 
petition requesting such hearing and setting forth the 
name, address and phone number of the petitioner and 
brief statement of the grounds for such hearing. Petitition 
shall be filed within 10 days after the day the notice is 
served and shall be accompanied byafeeof$10.00tocover 
the City’s cost of handling the appeal. Upon a finding that 
no violation exists, the fee shall be returned. Upon receipt 
of such a petition, the Building Inspector shall set a date, 
not to exceed 30 days, for a hearing before the Building 
Board of Appeals and shall give the petitioner written 
notice thereof If the Violator does not appear for the 
hearing, the provisions of this Ordinance shall be en- 
forced. 

3 06 DECISIONS. After the hearing, the Building Board 
of Appeals shall sustain, modify or withdraw the notice of 
violation and order depending upon itsfindings. If it clearly 
appears that, by reasons of special conditions, undue 
hardship would result from the strict application of any 
section of this Ordinance, the Board may permit a variance 
from the mandatory provisions thereof, in such a manner 
that the public safety shall be secured, substantial justice 
done and the spiritof the provisions of this Ordinance 
upheld. 

3.07 ORDERS TO CONDEMN Any dwelling, rooming 
house, hotel, motel, or other structure covered by the 
provisions of this Ordinance may be condemned as unifit 
for human habitation by the Building Inspector and-or 


Health Officer if the owner, operator or occupant fails to 
comply with any provision of this ordinance. 

3.08 ORDERS TO VACATE. Where a notice of violation 
and order to comply has been served pursuant to Sub- 
section 3.03 and upon re-inspection at the end of the time 
specified for compliance, it is found that the violation or 
violations have not been corrected and if no petition for a 
hfearing before the Building Board of Appeals is pending, 
the Building Inspector may order the dwelling or parts 
thereof affected by the continued violations vacated in 
accordance with the following procedures: 

(a) Dwellings or parts thereof shall be vacated 
within a reasonable time not to exceed 60days. 

(b) No owner or operator shall let any person oc- 
cupy a dwelling or dwelling unit which has been 

condemned and posted after the time allowed by the 
Building Inspector for vacating. 

(c) Vacated dwellings shall have all outer doors and 
windows barricaded to prevent entry. 

(d) Vacated dwellings shall have posted at each 
entrance a sign to read “DO NOT ENTER. UNSAFE 
TO OCCUPY.” 

(e) Vacated dwellings or parts thereof shall not 
again be used for human habitation until all violations 
have been corrected and written determination is 
obtained from, and such notice or placard is removed 
by the Building Inspector and-or Health Officer in- 
dicating that the dwelling complies with this Or- 
dinance. 

(f ) If a dwelling or part thereof is not vacated within 
the time specified in the vacation order, the Building 
Inspector and-or Health Officer may cause the owner 
of the dwelling prosecuted as a violator of the 
provisions of this Ordinance, and may cause the order 
to vacate to be carried out at expense of the City. A 
statement of the cost of such work shall be transmitted 
to the City Council who shall cause the cost to be paid 
and levied as a special assessment against the 
property. 

3.09 NON-COMPLIANCE. In case theowner shall fail, 
neglect or refuse to comply with the notice and order to 
improve rehabilitate, or demolish and remove the con- 
demned dwelling or portion thereof, the Building and-or 
Health Officer may cause the owner of the dwelling 
prosecuted as a violator of the provisions of this Or- 
dinance. and may cause to proceed with the work specified 
in such notice at the expense of the City. A statement of 
the cost of such work shall be transmitted to the City 
Council, who shall cause the same to be paid and levied as 
a special assessment against the property. 

3.10 RIGHT TO DEMOLISH. The Building Inspector 
and-or Health Officer may cause any vacant building or 
structure to be demolished and removed at the expense of 
the City after violation notices and order for con- 
demnation in a manner provided in Subsections 3.03 , 3.07, 
and 3.08, when these buildings or structures constitute an 
immediate menace to public health, safety or welfare. A 
statement of the cost of such work shall be transmitted to 
the City Council, who shall cause the same to be paid and 
levied as a special assessment against the property. 

3.11 UNAUTHORIZED REMOVAL OF NOTICE OR 
PLACARD. No Person Shall Interfere with, obstruct, 
mutilate, deface or remove the official notice of placard 
from any dwelling or dwelling unit 

3.12 COSTS. Costs incurred under Subsections 3.08 Cf), 

3.09 and 3.10 shall be paid out of the City Treasury. Such 
costs shall be charged to the owner of the premises in- 
volved as a special assessment on the land on which the 
building or structure is located, and shall be collected in 
the manner provided for special assessments. 

SECTION 4. MINIMUM STANDARDS FOR BASIC 
EQUIPMENT AND FACILITIES. 

4.00 No person shall occupy as owner-occupant or shall 
let to another for occupancy any dwelling or dwelling unit, 
for the purpose of living and-or sleeping, and-or cooking- 
and-or eating thereh, which does not comply with the 
following requirements. 

4.01 KITCHEN SINK. Every dwelling unit shall contain 
a room or a space for the storage, preparation, and 
cooking of food, which shall include space for a stove or 
other cooking facilities and space for dry food storage, 
and space for refrigerated food storage; and shall include 
a kitchen sink installed. The Sink shall be of non- 
absorbent material- in good working condition and 
properly connectedto hot and cold runniig water system 
rnder pressure and sewer system, which sink and 
systems shall be installed and maintained in a manner 
prescribed by ordnances, rules a r *d regulations of the 
City of Romulus. 

4.02 LAVATORY FACILITIES. Every dwelling unit 
shall be equipped with a complete bathroom group con- 
sisting of a flush water closet, lavatory basin, and bathtub 
or shower in good working condition and installed and 
maintained in a manner prescribed by ordinance, rules 
and regulations of the City of Romulus. Said fixture group 

shall be properly connected, to an approved sewer system 
and to an approved hot and cold running water system 
under pressure, except that the flush water closet shall be 
connected to an approved sewer and to an approved cold 
ruining water system under pressure. The flush water 
closet and bathtub or shower need not be installed in the 
same room , but said room or rooms shall afford privacy 
to a person within said room or rooms. 

4.04 LAUNDRY FACILITIES. Every dwelling unit shall 
be provided with laundry trays or equipment in either of 
the following locations, : 

(a) Within each living unit having one or more 
bedrooms and located in the kitchen or other suitable 
service space, or 

(b) Ir basement, cellar, or other suitable public 
space within the building for use by all occupants. 

4.05 RUBBISH STORAGE AND GARBAGE DISPOSAL. 
Every dwelling unit shall have adequate rubbish and 
garbage storage containers in which to place the garbage 
and rubbish produced therein. The containers shall 
consist of watertight cans, not more than 20 gallons in 
capacity, equipped with adequate handles which shall be 
placed upon an elevated, permanentrack or other suitable 
platform not less than six (6) inches above adjacent 
ground level. In lieu of a garbage container, a dwelling 
unit may be equipped with an incinerator provided it is 
properly vented into the chimney of the building and is 
capable of reducing garbage without a resultant ob- 
jectionable odor in the neighborhood; or a garbage 
disposal unit connected with an integral part of the 
sewerage system of the building and capable of reducing 
all garbage deposited therein to particles no greater than 
one-half inch in any dimension. The outside burning of 
trash or rubbish may be permitted in a metal container 
with a wire mesh cover. 

4.06 WATER HEATING FACILITIES. Every dwelling 
unit shall have supplied water-heating facilities which are 
properly installed maintained in safe and good working 
condition, properlyconnected with hot water lines required 
under Subsection 4.01, 4.02, and 4.03 of this Ordinance, and 
are capable of heating water to such a temperature as to 
permit an adequate amount of water to be drawn at every 
required kitchen sink, lavatory basin, bathtub or shower 
at a temperature of not less than 120 degrees F. even when 
the heating facilities required by this Ordinance are not in 
operation. 

4.07 ROOMING HOUSE— ADDITIONAL SANITARY 
STANDARDS. No rooming house shall be occupied unless 
all of the following conditions are complied with: 

(a) LAVATORIES Every rooming house shall be 
equipped with at least one flush water closet- one 
lavatory basin and one bathtub or shower for each 6 
persons or fraction thereof living within the rooming 
house, including members of the family of the owner or 
operator if they share theuseof facilities. In a rooming 
house in which rooms are let only to males, flush 

urinals may be substituted for not morethan one-half 


the required number of water closets. All such 
facilities shall be properly connected to approved 
water and sewerage systems. No such facilities located 
in a basement or cellar shall count in computing the 
number of facilities required by this Subsection except 
when approved by the Building Inspector and-or 
Health Officer. Every flush water closet, flush urinal, 
lavatory basin, and bathtub or shower required 
by the Subsection shall be located within the rooming 
house in a room or rooms which: 

(1) Afford privacy and are separate from the 
habitable rooms. 

(2) Are accessible from a common hall and without 
going outside the rooming house. 

(3) Are not more than one story removed from the 
rooming unit or any occupant intended to share 
facilities. 

(b) Bedding andTowels. Where bedding, bed linen or 
towels are supplied, the owner or operator shall 
maintain the bedding in a clean and sanitary manner, 
and shall furnish clean bed linens and towels at least 
once each week and prior to the letting of any room to 
any occupant. 

SECTION 5. MINIMUM STANDARDS FOR LIGHT, 
VENTILATION AND HEATING. 

5.00 No person shall occupy as owner-occupant or let to 
another for occtpancy any dwelling, rooming house, 
dwelling unit, or rooming unit which does not comply 
with the following minimum standards for ventilation, 
light and heating: 

5.01 WINDOWS Every habitable room shall have at 
least one window facing directly to the outdoors. The 
minimum total window area for every habitable room 
shall be not less than one-eight of the floor area of such 
room nor less than 12 square feet, whichever is greater. 
Wherever walls or other portions of structures face a 
window of any such room and such light-obstruction 
structures are located less than 3 feet from the window 
and extend toalevel above that of the ceiling of the room, 
such a window shall not be deemed to face directly to the 
oUdoors and shall not be included as controlling to the 
required minimum total window area. Whenever the only 
window in a room is a skylight type window in the top 
of such room, the total window area of such skylight shall 
equal at least 15 percent of the total floor area of such 
rooms. 

5.02 ELECTRIC LIGHTING. Every habitable room 
shall contain at least two separate floor or wall-type 
electric convenience outlet and one supplied ceiling type 
electric light fixture, and every bathroom, water closet, 
compartment, laundry room furnace room and public 
hall shall contain at least one supplied ceiling or wall 
type electric light fixture. Every such outlet and fixture 
shall be in working condition and installed in accordance 
with the requirements of the City of Romulus, Romulus 
City Electric Code. 

5.03 LIGHTING OF PUBLIC HALLS. Every public hall 
and stairway in every multiple dwelling and rooming 
l*>use shall be adequately lighted with lighting facilities 
sufficient in provide at least one foot -candle of light at the 
floor or stair tread level at all times. Every public hall 
and stairway in a structure containing not more than four 
dwelling units may be supplied with conveniently located 
light switches controlling an adequate lighting system 
with may be turned on when needed instead of full time 
lighting. 

5.04 LIGHTING OF BATHROOMS. Every bathroom 
and water closet compartment shall conform to the 
lighting requirements for habitable rooms. 

5.05 VENTILATION. Every habitable room shall have 
at least one window or skylight opening directly to the 
outdoors which can easily be opened, or such other device 
as will adequately ventilate the room The total of 
openable window area in every habitable room shall be 
equal to one-half of the minimum total window area 
required in Subsection 5.01 except where there is supplied 
some other device affording adequate ventilation and in 
accordance with the Applicable Codes of the City of 
Romulus. 

5.06 VENTILATION OF BATHROOMS. Every 
bathroom and water closet compartment shall comply 
with the light and ventilation requirements for habitable 
rooms contained in Subsection 5.02 5.03 and 5.05 except 
where the bathroom or water closet compartment is 
adequately ventilated by a ventilation system which is 
kept in continuous or automatic operation and in ac- 
cordance with the Applicable Codes of the City of 
Romulus. 

5.07 SCREENING. Every door opening directly from a 
dwelling unit to oildoor space shall be supplied screens 
and a self-closing device; and every window or other 
device with openings to outdoor space, used or intended to 
be used for ventilation shall likewise be supplied with 
screens. Screens shall not be required on windows in 
rooms above the fourth story. All screens shall not be less 
than number 16 wiremesh. 

5.08 SCREENS ON BASEMENT WINDOWS. Every 
basement or cellar win dow used for or intended to be used 
for ventilation, and every other opening toabasement 
wliich might provide an entry for rodents, shall be sup- 
plied with a screen or such other device as will effectively 
prevent their entrance. 

5.09 HEATING. Every dwelling shall have heating 
facilities which are properly installed, maintained in good 
working condition and are capable of safely and 
adequately heating all habitable rooms, bathrooms and 
water closet compartments in every dweDing unit located 
therein to a temperature of at least 68 degrees F. at a 
distance of 3 ft. above floor level, when the outside tem- 
perature is 10 degrees F. Such facilities shall be installed 
and maintained in a safe condition and in accordance with 
all other applicable laws. No unvented or open flame gas 
heater shall be permitted. All heating devices or ap- 
pliances shall be of an approved type. 

SECTION 6 MINIMUM SPACE, USE AND LOCATION 
REQUIREMENTS 

6.00 No person shall occupy or let to another for oc- 
cupancy any dwelling or dwelling unit, for the purpose of 
living therein, which does not comply with the following 
minimum standards for space, location and oc- 
cupancy. 

6.01 SIZE OF DWELLING UNIT. Every 
dwelling unit shall contain at least 150 square feet of floor 
space for the first occupant thereof and at least 100 ad- 
ditional square feet of floor area for every additional 
occupant thereof, the floor space to be calculated on the 
basis of total habitable room area. 

6.02 SIZE OF ROOMS. In every dwelling unit every 
room shall contain at least 80 square feet of floor area, 
except that kitchens, kitchenettes and dinettes may be 60 
square feet in area. In every dwelling unit of two or more 
rooms, every room occupied for sleeping purposes by one 
occupant shall contain at least 80 square feet of floor space 
and every room occupied for sleeping purposesby more 
than one occupant shall contain at least 50 square feet of 
floor space for each occupant thereof. Every room used as 
a living room shall have a minimum dimension of not less 
than 10 feet. Every other habitable room, except a kit- 
chen, shall have minimum dimension of not less than 7 
foct 

6 03 CEILING HEIGHT. At least one-half of the floor 
area of every habitable room shall have a ceiling height of 
at least 7.6 feet. The floor area of that part of any room 
where the ceiling height is less than 5 feet or when the 
room width is less than 7 feet shall not be considered in 
computing the usable floor area of the room for the pur- 
pose of determ iningthe maximum permissible occupancy 

thereof. , . ... 

6.04 PRIVACY. Access to all rooms of a dwelling unit 
shall be provided without passing through a public 
corridor or passageway. Access to every living room and 
to every bedroom shall be had without passing through a 
room containing a water closet. No dweDing or dwelling 
(Continued on Page 9) 
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unit containing two or more sleeping rooms shall have 
such room arrangements that acess to a bathroom or 
water closet compartment intended for use by the the 
<»ccupantsof more than one sleeping room can be had only 
by going through another sleeping room. In a one and two- 
family dwelling, the provisions of this section shall not 
apply to a sleeping proch, sun parlor, solarium or other 
enclosed outside porch adjacent to and entered by way of 
a bedroom. 


6.05 CELLARS. No cellar space shall be used as a 
habitable room or dwelling unit; provided, however, that 
this Subsection shall not prohibit a recreation room in a 
cellar as long as it is not used for sleeping purposes. Such 
room cannot be used in computing the total floor area of 
the dwelling for the purpose of determining the maximum 
permissible occupancy thereof. 

6.06 BASEMENTS. No basement shall be used for living 
purposes unless. 

(a) The floor and walls are substantially watertight. 

(b) The total window area, total openable area and 
ceiling height are in accordance with Subsection 6.01 
through 7.03 of this Ordinance. 

(c) The required minimum window area of every 
habitable room is entirely above grade of the ground 
adjoining such window area, not including stairwells or 
access ways. 

6.07 KITCHEN. USE OF JOINTLY BY MORE THAN 
ONE FAMILY PROHIBITED. No kitchen or cooking 
accommodations shall be permitted or maintained in 
arvy room or spaceofany building for the common or joint 
use of the individual occupants of a two family or multiple 
family dwelling. 

6 08 PROHIBITED USES. No horse, cow, calf, swine, 
sheep, goat, chickens, geese, ducks, donkeys, rabbits or 
pigeons, shall be kept in any dwelling or part thereof. No 
such animal or fowl shall under any circumstances be 
kept on the same lot or premises with a dwelling unless 
they are maintained in connection with the operation of a 
bonafide farm. No dwelling, or the lot or premises thereof, 
shall be used for the storage or handling of rags or junk. 

6.09 TEMPORARY OR GARAGE DWELLINGS. It shall 
be unlawful to erect or occupy any structure which is 
intended to be occupied in whole or part as a temporary 
dwelling unless it complies with all the provisions of this 
Ordinance. 

6.10 ACCESS TO PUBLIC STREET. Every dwelling 
shall have direct vehicular access to a public street. For 
those dwelling which do not front upon a public street, 
there shall be a recorded permanent, unobstructed 
easement, other than an alley, not less than 20 feet in 
width which leads to a public street. 


6.11 CERTIFICATE OF COMPLIANCE. No building 
constructed as or altered into a dwelling shall be occupied 
in whole or in part for human habitation until the issuance 
of a certificate by the Building Inspector that said 
dwelling substantially conforms in all respects to the 
requirements of this Ordinance. Such certificate shall be 
issued within 15 days after wTilten application 
therefore if said dweDing at the date of such application 
shall be entitled thereto. 

6.12 UNLAWFUL OCCUPATION. If any building 
constructed as or altered into a dwelling be occupied in 
whole or in part for human habitation in violation of 
Subsection 6.11, during such unlawful occupation no rent 
shall be recoverable by the owner or lessor of such 
premises for said period, and no action or special 
proceedings shall be maintained therefore on payment of 
such for possession of said premises for non-rent and said 
premises shall be deemed unfit for human habitation and 
the Building Inspector may cause them to be vacated 
accordingly. 

SECTION 7. GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 
RELATING TO THE SAFE AND SANITARY MAIN- 
TENANCE OF DWELLINGS AND NON- DWELLING 
STRUCTURES. 


7.00 No person shall occupy as owner-occupant or let to 
another for occupancy any dwelling, dwelling unit, 
rooming house, or guest room which does not comply with 
the following minimum standards for safe and sanitary 
maintenance. 


7.01 FOUNDATIONS, EXTERIOR WALLS AND 
ROOFS. Every foundation exterior wall and roof shall be 
substantially weathertight, watertight, and rodent proof ; 
shall be kept in sound condition and good repair; shall be 
capable of affording privacy;and shall be safe to use and 
capable of supporting the load which normal use may 
cause to be placed thereon. 

7.02 FLOORS, INTERIOR WALLS AND CEILING. 
Every floor, interior wall and ceiling shall be sub- 
stantially rodent proof; shall be kept in sound condition 
and in good repair;and shall be safe to use and capable of 
supporting the load which normal use may cause to be 
placed thereon. 

7.03 WINDOWS, EXTERIOR DOORS AND 
BASEMENT HATCHWAYS. Each window exterior door 
and basement or cellar door and hatchway shall be 
substantially weathertight, watertight and rodent proof ; 
and shall be kept in sound working condition and good 
repair. 

7 04 STAIRWAYS AND PORCHES. Every inside and 
outside stair, porch, and any appurtenance thereto shall 
be safe to use and capable of supporting the load that 
normal use may cause to be placed thereon; and shall be 
kept in sound condition and good repair. 

7.05 PLUMBING FIXTURES. Every plumbing fixture 
and water and waste pipe shall be properly installed and 
maintained in good sanitary working condition, free from 
defects, lakes, and obstructions and in accordance with 
the Plumbing Code. 


7.06 BATHROOM FLOOR SURFACE. Every water 
closet compartment floor surface and bathroom floor 
surface, and kitchen floor surface shall be constructed 
and maintained so as to be substantially impervious to 
water and so as to permit such floor to be easily kept in a 
clean and sanitary condition. 

7.07 DRAINS. All rain water shall be so drained and 
conveyed from every roof so as not to cause dampness in 
the walls, ceiling or floors of any habitable room, or of any 
bathroom or water closet compartment. 

7 08 EXTERIOR WOOD SURFACES. All exterior wood 
surfaces shall be adequately protected from water seep- 
age and against deterioration with a paint covering or 
some other suitable material. 

7.09 WALLS. CEILINGS AND INTERIOR WOOD- 
WORK. All walls, ceilings, interior woodwork, doors and 
windows shall be kept free from flaking, peeling or loose 
paint. 

7.10 MAINTENANCE OF REQUIRED EQUIPMENT 
AND UTILITIES. Every supplied facility, piece of 
equipment or utility which is required under this Or- 
dinance, and every chimney and smokepipe, shall be so 
constructed and installed that it will function safely and 
effectively, and shall be maintained in sound working 
condition. 


7.11 COOKING EQUIPMENT. No owner, operator or 
occupant shall furnish or use any cooking equipment 
which does not comply with the following minimum 
standards: 


(a) Every piece of cooking equipment shall be so 
constructed and installed that it will function safely 
and effectively, and shall be maintained in sound 
working condition. 

<b> Portable cooking equipment employing flame and 
cooking equipment using gasoline or kerosene as fuel 
for cooking are prohibited. 

7.12 REMOVAL OF SERVICE, FACILITY, UTILITY 
OR EQUIPMENT. No owner, operator, or occupant shall 
cause any service, facility, equipment, or utility which is 
required under this Ordinance to be removed from or shut 
off from or discontinued for any occupied dwelling let or 
occupied by him, except for such temporary interruption 
as may be necessary while actual repairs or alterations 
are in process, or during temporary emergencies when 
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discontinuance of service is approved by the Building 
Inspector and-or Health Officer. 

7. 13 OCCUPANCY’ OF VACANT DWELLING. No owner 
shall occupy or let to any other occupant any vacant 
dwelling unit un less it Is clean, sanitary, and fit for 
human occupancy. 

7. 14 NON-DWELLING STRUCTURES AND FENCES. 
Every non-dwelling structure and fence shall be properly 
maintained and kept in good repair or shall be removed. 

SECTION 8 EGRESS 

8.01 Every dwelling unit or guest room shall have access 
directly to the outside or to a public corridor For each 
dwelling above the first story, there shall be access to 2 
separate useable, unobstructed means of egress either of 
which is accessible without passing through the closets 
and lavatory basins located in separate rooms, and every 
exit from such dwelling units shall lead to a public 
thoroughfare either directly or through a court or yard. 

SECTION 9. RESPONSIBILITIES OF OWNERS 
OPERATORS AND OCCUPANTS. 

9.00 The following responsibilities of owners, operators, 
and occupants arein addition to those specified elsew'here 
throughout this Ordinance. 

9.01 PUBLIC AREAS. Every owner or operator of a 
dwelling containing more than two dwelling units or 
rooming house shall be responsible for maintaining in a 
clean and sanitary condition the shared or public areas of 
responsibility of the occupant. 

9.02 DWELLING UNIT Every occupant of a dwelling, 
dwelling unit, or rooming unit shall maintain in a clean 
and sanitary condition that part of the dwelling, dwelling 
unit and premises which he occupies and controls. 

9.03 SUPPLIED FACILITIES. Every occupant of a 
dwelling unit shall keep all supplied facilities, including 
plumbing fixtures and cooking equipment in a clean and 
sanitary condition and shall be responsible for the 
exercise of reasonable care in their proper use and 
operation. 

9.04 REMOVAL OF WASTE MATTER Every occupant 
of a dwelling unit shall dispose of all his rubbish, ashes, 
garbage, and other organic matter which might provide 
food for rodents, in a clean and sanitary manner by 
placing it in garbage disposal facilities, or garbage 
storage containers or rubbish containers, required in 
Subsection 4.04 of this Ordinance. Every occupant shall 
provide such facilities for and within his dwelling unit and 
shall maintain them in a clean and sanitary manner. The 
owner or operator of a dwelling containing more than 2 
dwelling units shall be responsible for the clean and 
sanitary maintenance of common storage of disposal 
facilities. He shall be responsible further for placing out 
for collection of all common garbage and rubbish con- 
tainers, except wheresuch facilities are for the sole use of 
an occupant, under which circumstances it shall be the 
responsibility of the occupant to place these containers 
ml for collection. Every owner or operator of every 
rooming house shall dispose of all rubbish in a clean and 
sanitary manner by placing it in storage or disposal 
facilities required by Subsection 4.04. 

9.05 SCREENS Every owner or operator of a dwelling 
tiiit containing more than 2 dwelling units shall be 
responsible for hanging and removing all supplied 
screens, screen doors or storm doors or window's. In all 
other cases, it shall be the responsibility of the occupant. 

9.06 EXTERMINATION OF PESTS Every occupant of 
a dwelling containing a single dwelling unit shall be 
responsible for the extermination of any insects, rodents 
or other pests therein or on the premises. Every occupant 
of a dwelling containing more than one dwelling unit shall 
be responsible for such extermination whenever his 
dwelling unit is the only one infested. When, however, 
infestation is caused by failure of the owner or operator to 
maintain a dwelling in a rodent-proof of substantially 
insect-proof condition, extermination shall be the 
responsibility of the owner or operator. Whenever in- 
festation exists in two or more of the dweDing units in any 
dwelling or in the shared or public parts of any dweDing 
containing two or more dwelling units, extermination 
shall be the responsibility of the owner or operator. Every 
owner or operator of a rooming house shall be responsible 
for the extermination of any insects, rodents or other 
pests therein or on the premises. 

9 07 NOTICE OF MAXIMUM OCCUPANCY Every 
owner or operator shall advise the occupant in writing 
either by insertion in the lease between the parties or 
otherwise of the maximum number of occupants per- 
mitted m the occupied premises under this Ordinance. 

SECTION 10: ROOMING HOUSES. MOTELS AND 
HOTELS 

10.00 All persons operating a rooming house, motel or 
hotel, or occupying, or leasing or letting to another for 
occupancy , any rooming unit in any rooming house, motel 
or hotel, shall be limited by the provisions of this Or- 
dinance except those provisions of Sections 4 and 9 w hich 
are not applicable. 

10.01 BASIC EQUIPMENT Every rooming house, motel 
or hotel shall be equipped with at least one flush water 
closet, one lavatory basin and one bathtub or shower, 
properly connected to a water and sewer system approved 
by the Building Inspector and-or Health Officer and in 
good working condition. These facilities shall be supplied 
for each 6 persons or fraction thereof residing within the 
rooming house, motel or hotel, including members of the 
operators family if they share use of the facilities. Any 
rooming house, motel or hotel, every room occupied for 
sleeping purposes, except those occupied by the 
operator’s family members, shall contain one lavatory 
basin properly connected to w'ater and sewer system 
approved by the Building Inspector and in good working 
condition. In a rooming house, motel or hotel in which both 
sexes are accommodated, a minimum of two flush water 
closets and lavatory basins located in separate rooms 
which are conspicuously marked, shall be required. In a 
rooming house, motel or hotel in which rooms are let only 
males, flush urinals may be substituted for not more than 
one-half the required number of water closets. All such 
facilities shall be so located within the rooming house, 
motel or hotel as to be accessible from a common hall to 
all persons sharing such facilities, afford privacy and be 
separated from the habitable rooms. Every lavatory 
basin and bathtub or shower shall be supplied with hot 
water at all times. No such facilities shall be located in a 
basement except by written approval of the Building 
Inspector 

10.02 BEDDING, BED LINEN AND TOWELS The 
owner or operator of every rooming house, motel or hotel 
shall maintain the supplied bedding in a clean and 
sanitary manner, shall change supplied bed linens and 
towels therein at least once a week, and prior to the letting 
of any room to any occupant. 

10.03 MINIMUM SPACE. Every room occupied for 
sleeping purposes by one person shall contain at least 80 
square feet of floor space, and every room occupied for 
sleeping purposes by more than one person shall contain 
at least 50 sq. ft. of floor space for each occupant thereof. 

10.04 MEANS OF EGRESS Every rooming unit in a 
rooming house, motel, or hotel shall have safe, unob- 
structed Ricans of egress leading to safe and open space 
at ground level as required by the laws of the State of 
Michigan and the City of Romulus. 

10.05 SANITARY MAINTENANCE BY OWNER The 
owner or operator of every rooming house, motel or hotel 
shall be responsible for the sanitary maintenance of all 
walls, floors and ceUings, and for maintenance of a 
sanitary condition in every other part of the rooming 
house. He shall be further responsible for the sanitary 
maintenance of the entire premises wtiere the entire 
structure is a building leased or occupied bv the operator 
SECTION It LICENSING 

11.01 LICENSE REQUIRED No person shall operate a 
multiple dwelling, rooming house, motel or hotel, unless 
he holds a valid license issued by the City Clerk in the 
name of the operator and for the specific dwelling, 
rooming house, motel or hotel 
11 02 CONDITIONS FOR A LICENSE No license to 
operate a multiple dwelling, rooming house, motel or 
hotel, shall be issued unless a multiple dweUing, rooming 
liouse, motel or hotel complies with all applicable 
provisions of this Ordinance 
11 03 OPERATION WITHOUT A LICENSE Operation of

SECTION 12 SUBSTANDARD BUILDINGS

9 Dampness of habitable rooms. 

10 Infestation by insects, vermin or rodents. 

11 General dilapidation or improper maintenance. 

12. Lack of connection or required sewage disposal 
system. 

13 Improperly enclosed, ventilated, unsanitary, damp 
or wet underfloor area. 1 

14 Lack of adequate garbage and rubbish storage and 
removal facilities. 

( b) Structural Hazards, which shall include but not be 
limited to the following. 

1 Deteriorated or inadequate foundations. 

2. Defective or deteriorated flooring or floor supports. 

3 Flooring or floor supports of insufficient size to 
carry imposed loads with safety. 

4 Members of walls, partitions, or other vertical 
supports that split, lean, list or buckle due to defective 
material or deterioration. 

5. Members of walls, partitions or other verticle 
supports that areof insufficient size to carry imposed 
loads with safety. 

6. Members of ceilings, roofs, ceiling and roof supports 
or other horizontal members which sag, split, or buckle 
due to defective material or deterioration. 

7 Members of ceilings, roofs, ceiling and roof sup- 
ports, or other horizontal members that are of in- 
sufficient size to carry imposed loads with safety 
8. Fireplacesor chimneys which list, jlge, or settle due 
to defective material or deleroriation, or which are of 
insufficient size or strength to carry imposed loads 
with safety.

(e) Hazardous Wiring. All wiring except that which 
conformed with all applicable laws in effect at the time 
of installation and which has been maintained in good 
condition and is being used in a safe manner. 

if) Hazardous Plumbing. All plumbing except that 
which is specifically allowed or approved by this Or- 
dinance and other applicable codes of the* City of 
Romulus, and which has been maintained in good 
condition and which is free of cross connections and 
siphonage between fixtures. 

ig) Hazardous Mechanical Equipment. All mechanical 
equipment including vents, except that which con- 
formed with all applicable laws in effect at the time 
ofinstallation and which has been maintained in good 
and safe condition. 

(h) faulty Weather Protection, which shall include, but 
not be limited to the following: 

1 Deteriorated, crumbling or loose plaster. 

2 Deteriorated or in effective waterproofing of exterior 
walls, roof, foundation of floors, including broken 
windows or doors. 

3 Defective or lack of weather protection for exterior 
wall coverings, including lack of paint or other ap- 
proved protective covering. 

4. Broken, rotted, split, or buckled exterior wall 
coverings or roof coverings. 

ii) Fire Hazard. Any building or portion thereof, 
device, apparatus, equipment, combustible waste or 
vegetation on sir rounding property which in the 
opinion of the Chief of the Fire Department or his 
deputy, is in such a condition as to cause a fire or ex- 
plosion or provide a ready fuel to augment the spread 
and intensity of the fire or explosion arising from any 
cause. 

1 Any building having been damaged by fire, weather, 
or acts of God must be repairs, improved, rehabilitated 
or demolished within six 1 6) months after the date of 
such damage to meet proper City and County codes.

ij> Relocated DweUings. Dwellings which have been 
movedin theCityshall be brought up to meet minimum 
City and County aides within six (6) months unless a 
waiver for an additional six (6) months is obtained 
from the City Couicfl. 

<ki Faulty Materials of Construction. All materials of 
a m struct ion except those which are specifically 
allowed or approved by this Ordinance and the City of 
Romulus Building Code, and which have been 
adequately maintained in good and safe condition. 

( l) Hazardous or Unsanitary Premises. Those 
premises on which an accumulation of weeds, 
vegetation, junk, dead organic matter, debris, gar- 
bage. offal, rat harborages, stagnant water, com- 
bustible materials, and similar materials or conditions 
that constitute fire, health or safety hazards. 

(m) Inadequate Exits. All buildings or portions 
thereof not provided with adequate exit facilities 
required by this Ordinance, except those buildings or 
txirlions thereof whose exit facilities conform with all 
applicable laws in effect at the time of their con- 
struction which have been adequately maintained and 
increased in relation to any increase in occupant loads, 
alternation or addition, or any change in occupancy, 
in) Inadequate Fire Protection or Fire Fighting 
Equipment All buildings or portions thereof which are 
not provided with the fire resistive construction or fire 
extinguishing systems or equipment required by this 
Ordinance except those buildings or portions thereof 
which conformed with all applicable laws at the time of 
their construction and whose fire resistive integrity 
and fire ext inguishing systems or equipment have been 
adequately maintained and improved in relation to 
any increase in occupant load, alteration or addition, 
or any change in occupancy. 

<o> Improper Occupancy. All buildings or portions 
thereof occupied for living, and-or sleeping, and-or 
cooking, and-or eating purposes which were not 
designated or intendedto be used for such occupancies. 
SECTION 13 PENALTIES 

13.01 Any person violating any provisions of this Code 
shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not more 
than One Hundred < $100.00) Dollars or by imprisonment of 
not more than ninety <90> days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment at the discretion of the court. Each days 
failure to comply with any such provision shall constitute 
a separate violation.

10 scholarships tossed at him while at Livonia Franklin High

He apparently chose North Central College because of the 
outstanding record and charisma of coach Allen Carivs who was 
not only an All-American while at Illinois and the winner of the 
first mile event held at Cobo, but is also a producer of All- 
Americans. 

Carivs has produced a total of six All-American candidates in 
his handful of years at North Central.

Jim didn't waste any time making the college’s team He 
made the varsity squad as a freshmen and is presently the No. 5 
man in cross country. In a recent National Amateur In- 
tercollegiate Association meet, young Kosteva finished 17th in a 
field of over 125 contestants with a time of 25.51.

In making the varsity squad and as oneof the top five runners, 
Jim also qualifies to run in the National Cbllegiate Amateur 
Association’s finals to be held at Wheaton, HI. sometime next 
month.

Van Buren 
establishes 
lunch policy 

The National School Lunch Act and the Child Nutrition Act of 
1966 provides that meals meeting established nutritional 
standards be served free or at reduced prices to children unable 
to pay the full cost for such meals, and that no child be 
discriminated against because of the inability to pay for such 
meals. 

The Board of Education for Van Buren Public Schools has 
adapted a policy statement in accordance with Public Law 91- 
248, and has indicated the Business Manager, Irvin Von 
Destinon, to have the responsibility for determining those 
children eligible for free or reduced priced meals. Further, the 
right of appeal is available if necessary, and such may be 
sumitted to the Superintendent of Schools. 

. .Some families may find it difficult to pay the full price for 
their children’s lunches, therefore the school may provide 
lunches at a reduced price, or free, to children who are unable to 
pay the full price.

Bond issues help 
solve state problems 



Recreation is an important and healthy 
part of life for Michigan citizens. We live in a 
state that offers boundless recreational op- 
portunities. .picknicking, camping, hunting, 
fishing, swimming, boating, hiking, skiing 
and snowmobiling. There are outdoor ac- 
tivities available for us in the summer, 
winter, spring and fall. 

With all of this, it seemed unlikely that any 
serious problems could develop. But they did. 

Michigan’s population has been steadily 
increasing. Great numbers of outstate 
visitors came here to enjoy our great out-of- 
doors. Our parks, campgrounds, beaches and 
other outdoor facilities were becoming 
overburdened and overcrowded. 

Worse uet. those who swim, fish, boat and 
sightsee found our attractive lakes and rivers 
polluted with all sorts of filth. What had once 
been delightful had now become disgusting. 

What followed is an excellent exampleof 
what the legislature and citizens can do 
cooperatively. The story started when the 
legislature voted to place twin proposals on 
the ballot in November 1968. One of them 
asked approval by the voters of a $335 million 
“clean water” pollution control bond issue. 
The other asked a $100 million bond issue to 
improve and expand recreational facilities in 
Michigan. 

I am proud to say that both bond issues 
were approved by comfortable margins. 

This happened two years ago. What has 
happened since that time and where do we 
stand today? 

Following authorization of the water 
pollution control bond issue, the 1969 
Legislature w'ent to work and developed a 
plan for distribution of the money where it 
would do the most good, this consisted of 
grants to local communities to construct and 
expand sewage treatment facilities. The 
purpose, of course, is to keep this polluting

waste out of our rivers and lakes. I am happy 
to report that this money is now in use and 
will continue to be put to use in the years 
ahead. 

The same 1969 legislature also w r orked out a 
formaul for use of the recreation bond issue 
money. There were several proposals and 
some disagreements but the result was a 
suitable compromise. 

The money, it was decided, w'ould be used 
for both local community projects and for 
such state-w-level projects as park 
development, campgrounds, fisheries and 
wild life preserves. 

The state-wide projects were to be carried 
out by the Department of Natural Resources. 
However, the formula mandates that a 
portion of the money turned over to the 
department must be used in or near urban 
areas where the recreational facilities will be 
close to the bulk of the state’s population. 

This year the legislature passed the first 
appropriation of the recreation bond money. 
Included was some $15 million for state 
projects and approximately $5.7 jillion for 
local community projects. Once more, I am 
pleased to report that this money is now being 
put to use. 

In addition to all of this, there was one 
other problem area. Michigan’s tourist in- 
dustry is the state’s second greatest industry, 
but unless it is encouraged and developed it 
can easily weaken. 

It is no secret that other nearby states and 
Canadian provinces are at work to lure away 
Michigan tourist dollars, those dollars spent 
in Michigan produce important tax revenues 
for all of the citizens of the state. Therefore, 
the legislature this year enacted a new law 
which gives local communities the authority 
to issue revenue bonds to acquire and develop 
tourist and resort facilities. 

The bonds will be paid off by revenues from 
the newly developed facilities. This will be a 
great encouragment to the development of 
needed new tourist and resort businesses. 

Another bill passed this year involves 
campgrounds. With the increased demand for 
both public and privately operated camping 
areas, it became important that the slate 
have a better means of regulating the con- 
struction and operation of campgrounds. 
Also, with increased interest in off-season 
camping it was important that there be 
available good, well-regulated camping 
facilities year-around. 

This new public act will make it possible to 
license some 300 existing summer trailer 
parks so that they can oprate on a year- 
around basis, something they could not 
doundcr the old law 

The new statute also sets rules for the 
construction and supervision of snitation 
facilities within the trailer parks.

Va -Ttic Iasi 
time hemlines dropped 
women did not take the 
fashion change sitting down, 
except for those who posed to 
give girl-watchers one more 
glance at exposed knees. 

In the fall of 1947, just as in 
the fall of 1970, American de- 
signers lowered hemlines to 
three new lengths; about two 
inches below the knee, mid- 
calf and ankle long 

Women of that post-World 
War II generation organized 
nationally to protest against 
the long skirts with as much 
spunk as their 1970 con- 
temporaries who campaign 
for “women’s liberation.” 

With tiie end of the war on 
their heels, they could afford a 
more frivolous cause. They 
had been “liberated” whether 
they had wanted to be or not 
when they filled jobs left 
vacant when I heir men went to 
w r ar. 

Their national organization 
against long skirts was called 
the LBK club. LBK stood for 
Little Below the Knees, which 
was where most women had 
been wearing their skirts. Two 
inches below the knee w'as as 
far as they said their hemlines 
would fall. 

The Roanoke chapter of 
LBK boasted about 500 


members, including some 
from Bassett and Blue Ridge. 

All had signed petitions for 
national circulation, but on 
Sept 6, 1947, they took more 
positive action. 

Some 100 members mar- 
ched m a parade in downtown 
Roanoke— complete with a 
float, a band, antique cars, a 
fire truck, the Roanoke life 
saving crew and horseback 
rjders, recalls Aubrey

Women fought longer 
hemlines 23 years ago

To the Editor: 

The Huron Township citizens committee — in conjunction 
with Mrs. Palmiter, Mrs. Bennett and Mrs. Hartsuff, three of 
your school board members — made more than a dozen charges 
against Byron Antcliff, our school superintendent. 

These charges were reviewed by Roger Boline, director of 
administrative services of the Michigan Department of Public 
Instruction. 

One by one, these charges were refuted by Mr. Boline at a 
public meeting. Also in attendance at this meeting was a con- 
sultant in school management from the Department of Public 
Instruction. Edward E. Mahalak, state representative; and 
Frank Rathbun, administrative assistant to U.S. Congressman 
Willaim Ford. 

At a special meeting of the board later that day, Mrs. Bennett, 
Mr. Hartsuff and Mrs. Palmiter attempted to block ratification 
of the new two-year teachers’ contract by abstaining from 
voting on the grounds the contract was illegal. 

We will have to say that they did this on the advice of their 
lawyer who was in attendance at this meeting. 

In fact on several occasions they were prompted by this 
lawyer from his seat in the audience or by running up and 
prompting them at their seat during the meeting. 

By the way there is a real conflict of interest here. These 
three board members listen to the Huron Township Citizens 
Committee’s lawyer instead of the lawyer that represents the 
board . They seem to be members of the Citizens Committee first 
and school boards members second. 

These board members are supposed to represent th? whole 
community not just a small but loud faction of it. Is this the kind 
of representation you want? 

During the meeting a motion was made to file without action 
the letter signed by Bennett Palmiter and Hartsuff containing 
the various charges and to commend Byron Antcliff for the fine 
job he is doing as our superintendent received two thunderous 
rounds of applause from the audience which drowned out Mrs. 
Bennett’s loud criesof protest. Thanks to Mrs Jean Richert, Mr. 
Charless LarabeU. Mr. Leo Kyko and Mr. Carl Rush the motion 
was passed. 

Earlier this month Hartsuff, Palmiter and Bennett also at- 
tempted. via a letter from their lawyer, to block ratification of 
the contract by the teachers. However, it was approved by the 
teachers with a vote of 76-4. 

Earlier this school year, a form letter was presented to the 
school board by the Huron Township Citizens Committee per- 
taining to attitude development, self understanding, self 
criticism, sex education, etc., of children. This letter also ap- 
peared word for word in the March 23, 1969 issue of the 
Kalamazoo Gazetta. 

Upon contacting the superintendent of schools of that area and 
a local medical doctor we found that the letter w'as distributed at 
a mass meeting in Kalamazoo of the John Birch Society’s 
MOTOREDE group. Come on Citizens Committee ... Wake up! ! 
Get that ring out of your nose ... think for yourselves. 

We know that people reading this article or have heard what 
happens at our school board meetings probably feel it must be 
an exaggeration. It is not an exaggeration! We have heard 
several people say after attending a school board meeting, “If I 
hadn’t seen and heard it I wouldn’t have believed it” or “The 
situation is so silly and yet pathetic I don’t know if I should laugh 
or cry!”. 

We commend Carl Rush, board president, for his firm but 
very fair management of the meetings during these trying 
times. 

People For Huron 
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Established in 1655, the Belleville Enterprise and Legal 
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PCHA’s financial condition ‘excellent’ 


“The financial condition of 
the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority is ex- 
cellent, and its over all 
financial position is very 
sound.” 

That was the encouraging 
report brought to the PCHA 
Board of Directors Thursday 
night by Hyman Sapakie in 
reviewing the annual audit 
report by the PCHA auditing 
firm of Arthur Young & 
Company. 

In presentng Sapakie to the 
board, Roger J. Remer, 
Authority treasurer, touched 
on the highlights of PCHA’s 


financial progress over the 
past year, ending June 30, 1970 
These include: 

1 — Consolidated assets of 
the Authority climbed to $39 
million which is ap- 
proximately $3.1 million more 
than total assets of a year ago. 

2 — The equity of the 
Authority in these assets in-, 
creased $1,57 8,000 bringing 
the current total equity to 
approximately $17.6 million. 

3 — The Authority realized a 
net income of $713,178 from 
the operation of its four 
hospital units. 


4. — The four hospitals 
provided 275,224 patient days 
of care, an incrase of 10,148 
days over the previous year. 

5. The report noted that the 
Authority spend ap- 
proximately $5, 0(H) less than 
the budgeted $28,000 for 
convention, travel, public 
relations and other related 
expenses. 

6. — The net operating 
expense during fiscal 1970 rose 
to $23,438,000, an increase of 
$4,119,000 over the previous 
year This is a reflection of 
paying higher wages and 


salaries and increased costs of 
equipment and supplies; also, 
larger staffs at Beyer 
Memorial and Seaway 
hospitals which were enlarged 
during the year. 

7 — The total payroll of the 
Authority, including fringe 
benefits, was $16,344,743, 
representing 69 74 per cent of 
the total operational expense. 

8 — The report reveals a 
total collection of the tax 
assessments from the 23 
member communities of 
$994,667 

9 — The Authority met all of 
the interest and principal 


requirements on its out- 
standing bonded indebtedness 
when due and no amounts are 
delinquent 

III — The Outrul Office of 
the Authority spent $355,000 
for various operating ex- 
penses during the year. T his 
amount was approximately 
$3,000 less than the total 
budgeted for the year 

At the conclusion of 
Sapacki’s report, Remer 
emphasized that the ex- 
cellence of the Authority’s 
financial position is really a 
tribute to the fine 


management of Dr. Karl S 
Klicka, executive director, 
and the administrators of the 
four hospitals. 

During the meeting Dr. 
Klicka was formally 
presented with a resolution 
approved by the State 
Legislature recognizing his 
leadership in Michigan’s 
health care field. 

The presentation was made 
by State Rep Vincent 
Petitpren who, along with 
State Rep James Tierney of 
Garden City and State Rep 
Roy Smith of Ypsilanti, 
sponsored the resolution.

Dr. Olaf Mickelsen, professor 
of human nutrition and foods, 
spoke at the 53rd annual 
convention of the American 
Dietetics Association meeting 
here 

He pointed out that, using 
current American weight 
standards, insurance figures 
suggest that individuals who 
are 10 percent below the 
normal weight for their height 
and build hav? a lower in- 
cidence of most chronic 
diseases and live longer than 
their “normal” weight 
brothers. 

“Fifty yea-s ago a thin 
person was considered a bad 
insurance risk because he was 
very susceptible to tuber- 
culosis.” Mickelsen said. 

“T«»day. tuberculosis has 
been large conquered so the 
lay individual is readily of- 
fered insurance whereas the 
overweight person may be 
charged an extra premium.” 

Additional evidence that to 
stay thin is lo stay healthy 
comes from recent laboratory 
experiments with rats. 

Dr Mickelsen said lean 
rat s had fewer and less severe 
forms "f upper respiratory 
infections. However, after 
being allowed to eat at will for 
three weeks, the lungs «>f the 
formerly lean rates resembled 
those of their normal weight 
littermates 

Then- is something 
associated with the suf- 
ficiency »'f food which impairs 
the health of these 311110318 .“ 
he concluded. 

Mickelsen said the best way 
to attack obesity is prevention 
and treatment should start 
with the young since “Studies 
indicate that when both 
parents are overweight, their 
children have an 80 percent 
chance of being obese.”

With a plentiful supply of 
butter and eggs always at 
hand, the industrious and 
economy-minded Shakers of 
long ago filled crocks or boxes 
with wonderful cookies. There 
were many different kinds of 
ginger cookies and graham 
cookies and molasses 
cookies... some rolled, some 
dropped by the spoonful onto 
baking sheets. 

There is a recipe for “Very 
Nice Cookies" calling for a 
cup of butter and four eggs - 
and we feel sure this recipe 
would be extra nice! One 
interesting recipe got the 
name “Popcorn Cookies” 
because the cookies tasted like 
popcorn! The still popular 
Hermit cookie w f as, as now, 
spicy and full of fruit. Jum- 
bles — thick, rolled-out 
cookies, were sometimes 
decorated with a spoonful of 
jelly or dusted with sugar. 

One note we’ve made in 
looking over the recipes in 
some of the Shaker cookbooks 
is that the directions are 
sometimes omitted com- 
pletely; only a list of 
ingredients is given - and, in 
many instances, the amount of 
an ingredient is designated as 
simply “a little.” 

One ingredient amount 
which is most amusing is 
“flour to spank smoothly"! A 
modern cookie recipe — 
Coconut Thins with Chocolate 
Drizzle — includes complete 
directions for mixing, baking, 
and glazing with a lacework of 
melted Baker’s Semi-Sweet 
Chocolate. The results are 
worthy of the Shaker 
designation, “Very Nice 
Cookies,” as are Filled 
Florentines. Both would be 
nice additions to holiday 
baking agendas.

|: tires shall be removed from such vehicle and stored a 
ji sufficient distance from the cutting operation to insure 


against such substances becoming ignited by sparks in- 
cident to the cutting operation. 

(4) The burning of oil waste, rags, upholstering, rubber 
plastic and other refuse of a non-salvable nature, ac- 
cumulated as incidents of junk yard operations, is 
absolutely prohibited. 

(5) The drainage of oils from all crank cases, pans and 
differentials shall be either into storage containers or 
upon asphalt, concrete or other impervious surface, which 
shall be regularly cleaned. Under no circumstances shall 
such oils be permitted to impregnate the ground surfaces 
of the premises. 

(6) All rags, waste rubber (excepting tires), felt, 
upholstering, glass and other materials, not regularly 
salvaged and resold, shall be stored in concrete or metal, 
vermin free, covered containers, which are to be 
regularly emptied at such intervals as will prevent the 
overflow of such containers. Seats and upholstering may 
be stored in unscrapped junked vehicles. 

(7) All salvable felt, upholstering, plastics, fabrics, 
cushions, armrests and other basically non-metallic 
accessories, shall be stored within an approved ver- 
min-free building upon the premises at all times sub- 
sequent to removal from automobiles which are to be 
jiaiked or scrapped. 

(8) Gasoline tanks shall be removed from all junked or 
wrecked vehicles prior to any substantial cutting or 
scrapping operation on such vehicle. Such tanks shall be 
drained and stored with the caps off, in such a manner 
that gravity will drain any liquid contents from such 
tanks. 

(9) All scrapping operations involving the use of elec- 
trical or chemical cutting torches shall not be commenced 
prior to 9 A.M. and shall be terminated by 4 P.M., or two 
(2) hours prior to the regular daily closing time, 
whichever is earlier. 

(10) A driveway, of sufficient width to admit fire 
fighting equipment, leading from the front gate to the rear 
fence shall, at all times be kept free of materials, 
automobiles or other debris which might interfere with 
the ingress or egress of such equipment. 

(11) Only ferrous and non-ferrous metals, and 
automotive accessories and equipment to salvage 
operations shall be permitted to accumulate and under no 
circumstances shall such operation be extended to in- 
clude rags, waste paper, bones, bottles, or other non- 
metallic scrap. 

(12) No auto bodies, tires, accessories or other salvage 
scrap or waste materials shall be stock-piled higher than 
seven (7) ft., unless stored within a completely enclosed 
building. 

Sec. 2.7 A copy of this Ordinance and Regulations shall 
be conspicuously posted on the premises, and all em- 
ployes shall be kept informed thereof. 

Sec. 2.8 No person under the age of eighteen (18) years, 
otherthan a memberof the proprietor’s own family, shall 
be employed by such establishment; and any new em- 
ployee, prior to commencement of employment, shall file 
with the Gerk of the Gty, a statement which shall contain 
the following information: 

(a) Name and address 

(b) Age 

(c) Record of conviction of any felonies, high 
misdemeanors or larceny convictions, whether felonies or 
misdemeanors; and 

(d) Acknowledgement that he - she has read and un- 
derstands these regulations. 

Section 2.9 No person shall be employed in the operation 
of such establishment or business, as herein described, 
who has been convicted of a felony, high misdemeanor or 
misdemeanor involving a larceny for a period of five (5) 
years after the payment of fine, termination of probation, 
or completion of sentence, whichever is later. 

Sec. 2.10 No licenses for the purposes aforesaid shall be 
issued to any person or persons to operate a scrap and 
junk yard or the dismantling of cars, as aforesaid, or to 
any firm or corporation if such person, or persons, and 
operators or principal officers of such corporation shall 
have a record for conviction of crime. 

Sec. 2.11 Thenamesof the owners, and any manager or 
person, or persons, in charge of the conduct of operations 
of such establishment or business, together with his-their 
residence addresses and telephone numbers, shall be 
furnished to the Gty Police and Fire Departments. 

Sec. 2.12 Every such establishment or business as 
herein described, shall be subject to inspection, during 
regular business hours, by Gty representatives of the 
Building Department, Fire Department, Police Depart- 
ment and-or the Gty Health Officer. 

Sec. 2.13 Every licensee shall at least once each month 
prepare and mail to the Commissioner of Public Safety at 
East Lansing, Michigan, a sworn statement of all pur- 
chases made by said licensee, and a copy of all such 
statements shall be maintained on the premises subject to 
inspection by City and-or County authorities. 

Sec. 2.14 The annual license fee for operating any . 
establishment or business as hereinbefore described shail 
be as follows: 

For the operation of a junk yard or junk business 
or automobile dismantling business in a fixed place in the 
City, the sum of $50.00, payable on or before January 2nd 
of each year. 

For every vehicle of every description used in the 
business of junk dealer, the sum of $5.00, payable on or 
before January 2nd of each year. 

Sec. 2.15 Every person, firm, association or corporation 
which shall operate an establishment or business 
described herein without a license, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding One Hundred ($100.00) 
dollars or by imprisonment in the County Jail not to ex- 
ceed Ninety (90) days or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment in the discretion of the court. . 

Sec. 2.16 A violation of any regulation herein contained 
shall constitute a nusiance per se, and independently of 
any criminal proceedings, the officials of theCityshall be 
entitled to make immediate application to any court of 
competent jurisdiction for the abatement of the nuisance. 

Two (2) convictions before any District Judge unless 
reversed upon appeal in the course of any 12 month 
peripd, shall be sufficient grounds to revoke said license, 
or to refuse to renew the same for the license year 
succeeding such two (2) convictions, or succeeding any 
proceedings on appeal not resulting in acquittal. 

For the purposeof this 12 months computation, original 
conviction dates before the District Judge shall govern 
unless conviction is subsequently reversed upon appeal. 

For the purposeof this section only, no hearing need be 
conducted by the Gty Council prior to revocation or 
refusal to renew such licenses; provided, that should the 
owner file with the City Gerk an affidavit refuting the fact 
of two (2) convictions, the City, at its nexl regular 
meeting, shall conduct a hearing limited to a deter- 
mination of the fact of such convictions. 


ARTICLE III 

Sec. 3.1 LICENSE REQUIRED. Hereafter it shall be 
unlawful for any person to operate, use or cause to be 
driven or used in and upon the streets, alleys, parks or 
parkways of the City, any wagon, cart, truck or vehicle, 
whether self-propelled or otherwise, for the purpose of 
hauling or carting, earth, dirt, ashes, sawdust, hay, straw, 
waste concrete, mortar, ice, manure, shavings, filth or 
rubbish of any kind without first having obtained a license 
to do so as herein specified; provided, however, that 


nothing set forth herein shall require a prson engaged in 
the business of selling any of such material to obtain a 
license before delivery thereof could be made, or prevent 
a person from hauling said material along the streets for 
his own personal use, if the material being hauled is 
confined to the vehicle and not permitted to blow or 
scatter or become scattered along the streets ; provided 
further , that nothing herein set forth shall require a person 
engaging in any of the various kinds of mercantile 
business toobtain a license from the City in order to make 
delivery of such merchandise. 

Sec. 3.2 Application for License. Every person who 
desires to haul or convey any of the materials specified in 
Section 3.1 of this ordinance shall make and file with the 
Gty Clerk an application for a license so to do, such ap- 
plication setting forth the full name and residence address 
of the applicant, the name and residence address of the 
owner of said vehicle, the number andtypesof vehicles to 
be licensed, and if such vehicle is motor propelled, the 
name of the manufacturer, the motor number and the 
Sate license registration number thereon. At the time 
such application is made the applicant shall pay as a 
license fee the sum of $5.00 for each vehicle to be licensed. 

Sec. 3.3 License, Issurance. Upon filing of such ap- 
plication with the Gty Gerk, the Gerk shall issue a 
license covering one or more vehicles to be licensed, and 
in connection with such vehicle to be licensed, the Gerk 
shall give to the licensee a metal plate which shall be 
attached in a conspicuous location on the rear of the 
licensed vehicle which plate shall have inscribed thereon, 
“Romulus Licensed Hauler,” showing a serial number, 
and “Expires December 31, 19 

Sec. 3.4 Condition of Vehicles. The Police Department is 
hereby authorized to see that all vehicles to be licensed 
under this chapter shall have mounted thereon one or 
more boxes or containers constructed of tight-fitting 
boards or sheet metal so as to prevent the scattering or 
dropping on the streets or in public places any of the 
imaterials being hauled, and if such vehicle is being used 
for the conveying of shavings, sawdust, ashes >unbaled 
w'aste paper or other substances which are likely to be 
blown off by the wind, such load shall be securely covered 
by a canvas or other suitable material to prevent such 
scattering. 

Furthermore, it shall be unlawful for the operator and 
owner, or either of them, of any vehicle hauling materials 
of any kind, whether for hire or not, to spill, strew or drop 
or permit to be spilled, strewn or dropped any such 
materials being hauledon the streets or in public places in 
the Gty, or to have sticking or fastened to the wheels or 
tires thereof mud or soft earth which is beiigor is likely to 
be shaken or thrown or dropped off on any pavement or 
black top street in noticeable quantities in the Gty after 
such vehicle has come from a dirt road or from a place off 
any pavement or black top street where the wheels have 
picked up such mud or soft earth, and the driver of such 
vehicle and the owner thereof, or either of them, shall be 
subject to arrest for any such ordinance violation, and 
shall be subject to having the permit revoked if they are 
operating under a permit from the Gty and shall be 
subject to having their licenses revoked, if any have been 
issued by the Gty, and shall be subject to having such 
vehicle impounded until such time as the owner or 
operator thereof shall post a cash bond in the amount of 
$100.00 conditioned upon such owner or operator cleaning 
upor causing to be cleaned up the mud and dirt thrown or 
shaken or dropped off daily by and from the wheels of 
such vehicle on the pavement. 

All or any of the officials of the City authorized by the 
provision of this Ordinance to enforce its provisions are 
hereby authorized to impound any vehicle violating the 
provisions of this section, and such vehicle shall not be 
released until the owner or operator thereof shall post a 
cash bond in the amount of $100.00 for each vehicle thus 
impounded conditioned upon such owner or operator 
cleaning up or causing to be cleaned up the mud and dirt 
thrown or shaken or dropped off daily by and from the 
wheels of such vehicle on any pavement in the city, and 
conditioned further upon such owner or operator reim- 
bursing the City for any expense to which it may be put in 
cleaning up the mud and dirt thrown or shaken off from 
such vehicle as above referred to. 

Section 3.5 Unloading. No person shall unload or cause 
to be unloaded or dumped in any street, alley, way or 
other public place, or upon private property the contents 
of any wagon, cart, truck or vehicle unless written per- 
mission is obtained from the owner thereof. 

ARTICLE IV 

Section 4.1 LICENSE REQUIRED: DEFINITION. It 
shall be unlawful for any person to use the public streets 
or public places for the purpose of engaging in the oc- 
cupation or business of street vendor m the city oi 
Komuius without tirst having obtained a license to do so as 
hereinafter provided. Furthermore, it shall be unlawful 
for any person to operate as a street vendor in the City 
without first having obtained a license for each piece of 
vehicular equipment or container used in connection 
therewith; provided however, that a person, who is a 
street vendor and does not use a vehicle or container in 
connection therewith, but who carries the merchandise 
being sold in his hands or his pockets shall be required to 
obtain a license as though he sold from a container. 

Whenever the expression “street vendor” is used in this 
ordinance it shall be deemed to and shall mean any 
person, whether principal or agent, who shall go in and 
upon the public streets, alleys, ways, parks and places of 
the Gty of Romulus , traveling from place to place or from 
door to door of homes, offices stores, hotels, restaurants 
or other places of business, engaged in seDing at retail, or 
offering or taking orders to sell, barter, canvass or peddle 
to members of the public or to regular customers any 
article of goods, wares, or merchandise, or other products 
not produced, manufactured or made by such person; 
provided however, merchants having establishedplaces of 
business with a stock of goods, engaged in making 
deliveries only thereof, shall not be deemed to come 
within the scope of this ordinance, provided further, that 
any person, who in the operation and conduct of his 
business shall manufacture, produce or distribute any 
products, goods, wares or merchandise, and shall as an 
established courseof business employ agents who shall go 
in and about the streets of the Gty displaying and offering 
such goods, wares or merchandise for sale, or who shall 
takeorders for sale or w r ho shall sell at retail to the public 
or to established customers, shall each be deemed to be 
street vendors and subject to all the terms and conditions 
of this ordinance. Tbe term “street vendor” shall also 
include “hucksters” and “peddlers” as such words are 
commonly used. 

Section 4.2 Application for License; Issuance Every 
person who desiresto operate as a street vendor as herein 
defined shall file an application in w r riting with the Gty 
Gerk, which application shall set forth the name, 
residence address, andage of the applicant’ the name and 
address of the principal or ow r ner of the business if the 
applicant is acting as an agent’ the kind and description of 
the articles to be sold or offered for sale’ the type of 
vehicular equipment to be used’ the numberof vehicles to 
be licensed’ whether the applicant is a citizen of the 
United States or has applied for citizenship’ whether the 
applicant has ever been convicted of violating the law of 
any state or the United States, or of any ordinance of 
this city or any other city in the country’ and if such is a 
fact, shall give thedetails pertaining to such violation.

AN ORDINANCE TO PROHIBIT THE CREATION, 
MAINTENANCE OR SUFFRANCE OF BODIES OF 
STAGNANT WATER OR MARSHLAND. 

WHEREAS, The City of Romulus considers that the 
presence of stagnant water or marshland fosters the 
presence of wildlife which creates an unreasonable risk of 
collision of said wildlife with aircraft taking off or landing 
on airfields of the City and an unreasonable risk of harm 
to vehicular traffic on the highways of the City by reason 
of collision with said wildlife and said aircraft ; and

AND ORDINANCE LICENSING AND REGULATING 
HOTELS, LODGING AND ROOMING HOUSES, 
HOTELS. MOTOR COURTS AND MULTIPLE 
DWELLINGS WITHINTHECITY OF ROMULUS; AND 
PROVIDING A PENALTY FOR VIOLATION 
THEREOF. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1. Definitions The following words and phrases 
when used in this Ordinance, for the purpose of this Or- 
dinance, have themeanings respectively ascribed to them 
in this section as follows: 

“HOTEL” — A building or part thereof occupied as the 
more or less temporary abiding place of individuals in 
which the rooms are rented or leased singly for hire, and 
in which rooms no provision for cooking is made, and in 
which building there is a general kitchen and dining room 
for the accommodation of the occupants. 

“LODGING HOUSE” — A building or part thereof other 
than a hotel, where lodgings are provided for hire more or 
less transiently without provisions for meals. 

“ROOMING HOUSE” — Any building occupied as a 
home or family unit where a certain room or rooms, in 
excess of those used by members of the immediate family 
are leased or rented to one or more persons and occupied 
by two or more persons not members of the family. The 
term “rooming house” shall also include Tourist Homes 
and tourist accommodations other than Motor Courts. 

“MOTOR COURT” — Any establishment in which in- 
dividual cabins, courts, or similar structures or units are 
let or rented to transients for periods of less than one 
month. The term “motor court” shall include Tourist 
Cabins and Motels. 

“MULTIPLE DWELLING” is a budding constructed 
and used, or capable of being used, by persons who live 
therein as separate family units, which building will 
accommodate 3 or more family units, and the rooms of 
which are so arranged that each group designed to be 
occupied by 1 family unit will have cooking ac- 
commodations andtoiJet and sleeping facilities. This class 
includes tenement houses, flats, apartment houses, 
apartment hotels, bachelor apartments, studio apart- 
ments. duplex apartments, kitchenette apartments, and 
all other dwellings similarly occupied whether or not 
specifically designated herein. 

“FAMILY” — The term family as used in this Or- 
dinance shall mean one family unit, members of which 
are related by consanguinity or by marriage. 

“PERSON” The word person as used in this Ordinance 
shall be construed to mean natural persons, firms, 
co-partnerships, corporations and all associations of 
natural persons, corporated or unincorporated, whether 
acting by themselvesor by a servant, agent or employee. 

Section 2. LICENSE REQUIREMENT No person shall 
use, operate or occupy or cause to be used, operated or 
occupied, any building, structure or premises within the 
City of Romulus as a hotel, lodging house, rooming house, 
motor court, or multiple dwelling or any combination 
thereof, unless there is in his possession and posted on 
such building, structure or premises, in a conspicuous 
place, an unrevokedlicenseof current issueas provided in 
this Ordinance. 

SECTION 3. APPLICATION FOR LICENSE. Ap- 
plication for such license shall be made in writing to the 
City Gerk. upon a form provided for that purpose, and 
shall be filed with said clerk. Such application shall in- 
clude the applicant’s name and address; his interests in 
the building and the location thereof; the name and ad- 
dress of the owner of record of said building and 
premises; if applicant is a partnership, the names and 
addresses of the partners; if applicant is a corporation, 
the name and addresses of the officers thereof ; a list of 
the rooms, suites or beds therein indicating the size of 
such rooms, number of beds in each room, sanitary 
facilities and the maximum number of persons t6 whom it 
is desired to rent said premises when rented at full oc- 
cupancy; the names, ages and relationship of all persons 
occupying said building as members of the family and 
description of the accommodations available for such 
family occupancy, and such other information as may be 
required by the regulations authorized in Section 16 of this 
Ordinance. 

Section 4. FEES FOR LICENSES. Each application for 
license shall be accompanied by the fee specified by this 
section.

Section 5. DURATION OF LICENSES. All licenses 
issued under this Ordinance shall expireon the last day of 
the year, unless sooner revoked or suspended. 

Section 6. INVESTIGATION. Upon receipt of an ap- 
plication in proper form, the Gty Clerk shall refer the 
same to the Health Department, the Bureau of Inspection, 
the Fire Department and the Police Department, each of 
whom shall make an inspection and investigation, 
together with a written report and recommendation. The 
object of such investigation and inspection is to determine 
whether or not the building and premises are properly 
located, constructed and equipped for the purpose for 
which it is desired to license the same, whether or not the 
applicant is a person of good moral character and any 
other facts and circumstances which may be required 
under the provisionsof this Ordinance and the regulations 
authorized herein. 

Section 7. ISSUANCE OF LICENSE. Upon the filing 
with the City Gerk of a proper application together with 
the required fee. and upon the filing with said clerk of 
written reports from the Health Department, the Bureau 
of Inspection, the Fire Department and the Police 
Department recommending the issuance of such license, 
the City Clerk is hereby authorized to issue to the ap- 
plicant in the name of the City a license subject to the 
provisions of this Ordinance and the regulations 
authorized herein 

Section 8 REFUSAL TO ISSUE LICENSES AND 
REVOCATION. Any license requested under this Or- 
dinance may be refused by the City Clerk, and any license 
issued under the provisions of this Ordinance may be 
revoked or suspended by the Mayor or Gty Gerk at any 
time, for any of the following causes: 

(a) Fraud or misrepresentation in the application for 
license, 

(b) Fraud or misrepresentation in the operation of the 
licensee s business. 

(c) Any violation of this Ordinance or of the regulations 
authorized herein; 

(d) Any violation of any of the ordinances of the City of 
Romulus; 

(e) Any violationof any of the laws of the United States 
and the State of Michigan; 

(f) Conducting a business in an unlawful manner or in 
such manner as to constitute a breach of the peace or a 
menace to the health, morals, safety or welfare of the 
public; or 

(g) Any failure or inability on the part of the applicant 
to meet and satisfy the requirements and provisions of

Written notice of refusal, revocation or suspension, 
stating the cause or causes therefor, shall be delivered to 
the applicant or licensee personally, or mailed to his 
address stated in his application. 

Section 9 APPEAL Any person whose license is

Section 16. REGULATION. The Department of Health, £

provisions of this Ordinance, copies of which shall be £ 
available for distribution to all interested persons. 

Section 17. PAYMENT OF RENT; DAMAGES. Oc- £ 
cupants of said premises shall not do or perform any act £ 
therein which will in any way damage said premises, nor £ 
shall they permit the occupancy of any room or portion of £ 
said premises let to them, by persons other than those £ 
registered with the licensee, without the express £ 
knowledge and consent of said licensee. No person shall £ 
vacate any room or any premises or part thereof without £ 
having fully paid all items of rental due for his or her £ 
occupancy thereof. 

Section 18 PENALTY. Any person who shall violate or £ 
fail to comply with any of the provisions of this Ordinance. £ 
or any of the regulations made pursuant hereto, shall be £ 
guilty/ of a misdemeanor and, on conviction, shall be £ 
punished by a fine not to exceed Five Hundred Dollars £ 
($500 00), or by imprisonment for not more than ninety £ 
(90) days, or by both such fine and imprisonment in the £ 
discretion of the Court. Each act of violation and every £ 
day upon which such violation occurs shall constitute a £ 
separate offense. x 

Section 19. REPEAL. All ordinances or part of or- £ 
dinanees in conflict herewith are hereby repealed only to £ 
the extent necessary to give this ordinance full force and £ 
effect. 

Section 20. SEVERABILITY. If any part or parts of this £ 
ordinance are for any reason held to be invalid, such £ 
decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining £ 
portions of this ordinance. 

Section 21. EFFECTIVE DATE. This ordinance is : : : 
hereby declared to be an emergency Ordinance necessary £ 
to the protection of the public welfare and shall take effect £

The Van Buren School 
District area has been 
selected at random to par- 
ticipate in nationwide survey 
of the educational attainments 
of certain age groups of 
Americans. 

The project is the National 
Assessment of Educational 
Progress (NAEP). 

Raymond Kohr, director of 
curriculum and instruction for 
the Van Buren Public School 
System, announced Monday 
that some of the pupils in his 
school district would be asked 
to participate in Natonal 
Assessment which this year is 
assessing knowledge, skills 
and attitudes in two subject 
areas, reading and literature. 

Kohr said that he had been 
contacted by the project’s 
representative in this area, 
Michael Arnone, district 
supervisor, and asked to 
participate in the project. 

Afte r conferring, both Kohr 
and Arnone scheduled the 
w'eeks of Oct . 26 to Nov. 1 for 
the 13-year-olds and Feb. 1 to 8 
for nine-year-olds as a con- 
venient time for the actual 
selection of the students by a 
random sampling and for 
administering the assessment 
to them. Seventeen-year-olds 
will be assessed in the spring 
of 1971. 

The National Assessment of 
Education Progress is a 
nationwide educational 
research project sponsored by 
the Education Commission of 
the States, a compact of 43 
stales and territories whose 
aim is to improve education 
through greater cooperation 
among the states. 

The goal of National 
Assessment is to collect 
census-like data about the 
kinds of information people 
have acquired, either through 
formal or informal 
educational experience. 


subjects taught in school: 
science, reading, literature, 
music, social studies, 
mathematics, writing, art, 
citizenship, and career and 
occupational development 
(originally called vocational 
education). 

Since it is not physically and 
financially possible to in- 
terview' every person in the 
nation, a probability sampling 
of individuals in four selected 
age groups is taken from 
across the nation. This method 
is not unlike lhat employed by 
the various national polls to 
survey public opinion, but it is 
a method not previously used 
in educational research. 

The four age levels asked to 
participate in the assessment 
are 9, 13, 17-yearpolds (the 17- 
year-olds are subdivided into 
two groups those in school and 
those out of school), and 
adults between the ages of 26 
and 35. 

Kadi of the groups was 
selected because it represents 
a certain plateau of 
educational development: a 9- 
year-old has completed most 
of his elementary schooling: a 
13-year-old has finished most 
of his high school education; 
and adults between the ages of 
26 and 35 have usually finished 
most of their formal 
education. 

All individuals who par- 
ticipate in the National 
Assessment project remain 
anonymous. For those school 
children participating in the 
project, neither their names, 
the names of their schools, nor 
the names of their school 
district are identified The 
responses of sampled adults, 
interviewed in a separate 
survey, are also confidential.

Reports of results in two of 
the three subject areas 
assessed during the 1969-70 
school year — science and 
citizenship — were reported in 
July, 1970 at the annual ECS 
convention.

First reports were of 
national results; sub-

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CITY OF ROMULUS ORDINANCE NO. 70-15 


AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE THE LICENSING 
AND OPERATION OF RENTAL HALLS IN THE CITY 
OF ROMULUS AND FOR PROVIDING A PENALTY 
FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF. 

ARTICLE I 
SHORT TITLE 

Sec. 1 Short Title. This ordinance shall be known and 
may be designated as the "City of Romulus Rental Hall 
Ordinance". 

ARTICLE II 
DEFINITIONS 

Sec. 2.1 Operator. For the purpose of this ordinance an 
operator shall be any operator, proprietor, lessee, 
manager or employee of any rental hall. 

Rental hall. Any enclosed hall, buildingor portion of any 
building regularly available for rental, lease or loan for 
the purpose of public assembly, banquets, luncheons, 
entertainments or sports events, whether or not such 
public assemblies are public or private or an admission 
fee is charged. 

ARTICLE III 

REQUIREMENTS FOR LICENSE, TERM 
OF LICENSE AND FEES THEREFOR 
Sec. 3.1 License - Required; exceptions. No person or 
operator shall rent, lease, loan, donate or otherwise 
permit the use of, with or without fee or other con- 
sideration, any rental hall without first being duly 
licensed as requiredby this ordinance,; provided, that the 
provisions of this chapter shall not apply to buildings 
owTied by or leasedto the city, Wayne County, the state o r 
the United States Government. 

Sec. 3.2 Application. Every person or operator desiring 
to obtain a license required by this chapter shall file an 
application on forms provided by the Clerks Office, 
together with the required license fee. The application 
shall include the following information: 

(a) The name, address and telephone number of each 
person or operator operating such rental hall. 

(b) The location of the rental hall. Such location shall 
list all individual and separate portions thereof available 
for rental purposes. 

(c ) The name to be used by the applicant 

(d) Any other information required to aid in deter- 
mining the moral character of the applicant. 

Sec. 3.3 Qualifications of applicant. All applicants for 
licenses under this ordinance shall be of good moral 
character. 

Sec. 3.4 Approval of application. Before any license 
inder this ordinance shall be issued, the application for 
same shall be referred to the police department, the in- 
spection bureaus of the building department and health 
department and the fire department, relating to the 
safety, health, convenience, comfort and morale of the 
public, and upon full compliance with all pertinent laws, 
rules and regulations thereof, such departments shall 
certify the application to the office of the Gerk, who, 
through the authority of the Council, may issue a license 
for the place to be used as a rental hall. 

Sec. 3.5 Fee. The license fee shall accompany ap- 
plication. Such fee shall be ($30.00) thirty dollars for each 
license. 

Sec. 3.6 Expiration date term. Licenses for rental hall 
shall be valid for one year and shall expire annually on the 
first day of January*. 

Sec. 3.7 Nontransferable. Licenses issued under the 
provisions of this ordinance shall not be transferable. 

Sec. 3.8 Revocation. The Council may revoke any 
license issued under this ordinance upon proof submitted 
to them of the violation by any licensee of any criminal 
statute of the state involving moral turpitude or of the 
violation of any provision of this ordinance or other city 
ordinance relating to the operation of businesses 
regulated by ordinances. 

Sec. 3.9 Licensed premises to be open for in inspection 
by police department and other city departments. Each 
licensee under this Ordinance shall, upon demand, open 
all portions of the licensed premises for inspection by the 


police department or other city departments for the 
purpose of enforcing any of the provisions of this or- 
dinances or other provisions of ordinances relating to the 
health, safety and welfare of the public. 

Sec. 3.10 Lighting; drinking fountains required. 
Licensees under this ordinance shall at all times provide 
adequate lighting in every part of the licensed premises 
and provide at least one sanitary drinking fountain for 
each four thousand square feet of floor space or fraction 
thereof. 

Sec. 3.11 Licenses for dances required. Licensees under 
this chapter shall prohibit any dance or ball unless a 
license has been obtained by the person sponsoring or 
conducting such dance or ball in compliance with this 
ordinance and other ordinances of the City. No public 
dance hall shall operate in any place in the City between 
the hours of 2:00 A.M. and8:00 AM. 

ARTICLE IV 
UNLAWFUL ACTS 

Sec. 4.1 No licensee under this ordinance, by himself, 
directly or indirectly, or by any servant, agent or em- 
ployee, shall: * 

a. Show any motion picture nor use any stage or 
moveable scenery without first obtaining the approval of 
the Fire Department, nor present any entertainment, 
talent or amateur show without approval of the Clerks 
Office and Police Department. 

b. Permit any indecent, immoral or profane language or 
indecent, immoral or disorderly conduct. 

c. Permit the licensed premises to become a resort for 
thieves, prostitutes or other disorderly persons. 

d. Permit immoral, vulgar, lew'd, obscene, improper or 
freak dancing. 

e. Permit smoking in an area designated and in use for 
dancing. 

f. Permit gamblingorthe use, possession or presence of 
gambling paraphernalia on the premises. 

g. Permit overcrowding. For the purpose of this or- 
dinance, overcrowding shall mean any number of persons 
in excess of the maximum approved by the Fire Depart- 
ment. 

h. Permit intoxicated persons to dance or loiter on the 
premises. 

ARTICLE V 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS AND PENALTIES 

Sec. 5.1 Penalties. Any person convicted of the violation 
of any of the terms of this ordinance shall be subject to a 
fine of not more than $500.00 or imprisonment for not more 
than 90 days or both such fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the Court. Each day of operation without 
being licensed as provided in this ordinance shall be 
deemed a separate violation of this ordinance. 

Sec. 5.2 Effective date. This ordinance shall be effective 
10 days after enactment thereof and after publication 
thereof.

AND OPERATING OF BILLIARD ROOMS AND 
BOWLING ALLEYS IN THE CITY OF ROMULUS: TO 
PROVIDE A LICENSE FEE FOR SUCH BUSINESSES: 
AND PROVIDE A PENALTY FOR VIOLATION 
THEREOF. 

ARTICLE I 

SHORT TITLE 

Sec. 1.1 Short Title. This ordinance shall be known and 
may be designated as ‘‘The City of Romulus Billiard and 
Bowling Ordinance.” 

ARTICLE II 

Sec. 2.1 No person shall open or cause to be opened, or 
conduct, maintain, establish or operate any commercial 
billiard room, or room containing bowling alleys within 
the City of Romulus without first having obtained a 
license therefore; provided, however, that this ordinance 
shall not apply to or control private residences, schools, 
churches, fraternal societies or municipal institutions. 

ARTICLE III 

DEFINITIONS 

Sec. 3.1 Whenever the following expressions are used in 
this ordinance, such expressions shall have the meaning 
as herein stated unless the context clearly indicates 
otherwise.

: a. Motorcycle. The term “motorcycle” shall mean any 
| vehicle of fewer than four wheels powered by an internal 
: combustion engine, including such vehicles as are 
l sometimes referred to as motorscooters and motorbikes. 

: b. City. The term “City” shall mean the City of 

Romulus. 

c. Licensed Premises. The term “licensed premises’’ 

: shall mean the premises described in the application for 
: license hereunder on which the business required to be 

: licensed hereunder is operated, but in the event that the 
•premises so » described constitute a portion of a single 
: building as definedin City Ordinance 70-23, the term shall 
: mean the entire lot, tract, or parcel of land on which such 
i building sits. 

d. Licensed business. The term “Licensed business” 
shall mean such business or portion of business conducted 
in the license premises as is required to be licensed 
hereunder. 

Section 3. The license required by Section 1 hereof shall 
be issued by the Clerkof the City upon receipt of: 

A. Authorization by the City Council so to do; 

B. Payment by the applicant for such license of the sum 
of Thirty Dollars ($30.00); and 

C. Proof of a properly executed bond or policy ol 
liability insurance with good and sufficient surety or 
sureties in an amount not less than $25,000.00 per person 
and $50,000.00 per accident for Bodily In jury and $25,000.00 
per accident for property damage. 

Section 4. Application for such license shall be made 
upon forms provided by the Clerk of the City and 
prescribed by the City Council. Such application shall 
contain the name, address and date of birth of the ap- 
plicant ; the address and nature of the proposed business ; 
the form of the business; the names and addresses of all 
partners or officers of the business, if a partnership or 
corporation; and such other information as the City 
Council shall have prescribed. 

Section 5. The City Council shall review said application 
and may, at its discretion, require the applicant to appear 
in person or by representative before the City Council for 
examination. The City Council may grant said license, or, 
for good cause, may deny license as may be deemed 
reasonable. 

Section 6. Such license when issued shall be for use only 
on the premises for which application has been made and 
such license shall not be used for any other location 
without the approval of the City Council. 

Section 7. Each license issued pursuant to the terms of 
this Ordinance shall expire on the 31st Day of December 
next following its issuance. A renewal license may be 
had for each successive year upon the payment of an 
annual fee of $30.00. Prior to the issuance of such 
renewal license, the Clerk of the City shall require an 
inspection of the licensed premises to be made by the City 
Police Dept , and in the event that the City Police Dept., 
as a result of said inspection, shall report that a violation 
of the Ordinanceof the City, the laws of the State of Mich., 
or of the terms of the license exists, the City Clerk shall 
forthwith transmit such report to the City Council and 
shall withholds issuance of a renewal permit unti 
directed so to issue by the City Council.
